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Superb Work in Gold and Silver at the Palace of the 
Former Royal Family of Portugal.

ENTURIES ago the inhabitants of the 
country known, through its Roman 
conquerors, as Lusitania and now desig- 
nated Portugal, enjoyed considerable re- 
nown for the manufacture of fine jewelry 
in artistic filigree work of gold and silver, 
and there was, even in those early days, 
quite a demand in other countries for 
goods of this character. The art of manu- 
facturing them had probably been acquired 
by the people through association with the 
Moors of northern Africa, who afterwards 


guese East Africa or Lorenzo Marques, 
nothing remains of the vast territories 
discovered and brought under subjection by 
her hardy navigators, Bartolomeo Diaz, 
who was, in 1486, the first to double the 
Cape of Good Hope; Vasco de Gama, who, 


following the lead Diaz had given, was’ 


the first, in 1497, to make the all-sea pas- 
sage to India; Affonso d’Albuquerque, who, 
at the commencement of the 16th century, 
had conquered and occupied, in Portugal’s 
name, extensive territories in the East; Pe-

became a factor of no small importance in 
the culture of Portugal and the adjoining 
country, Spain. 

In subsequent years the goldsmith’s art 
appears to have fallen into decadence, but 
it was revived later, when Portugal at- 
tained a leading position among the richest 
trading nations of Europe and established 
a great foreign empire, based on com- 
merce. To-day, with the exception of the 


Azores and Cape Verde Islands, Madeira, 
Macao in China, Goa in India and Portu-

dro Alvarez Cabral, who laid the founda- 
tion of Portuguese dominion in the new 
world in what was subsequently the Portu- 
guese colony of Brazil, then an empire 
under the rule of one branch of her royal 
family, and to-day a great republic. 

At this period Lisbon held first place 
among the world’s great commercial cen- 
ters, and as one of the chief ports through 
which the riches of the Orient reached 
Europe. For their great wealth and its 
liberal expenditure in the patronage of art 


and letters, the sovereigns of the little 
country were for centuries famous and it 
was at this period that the foundation was 
laid for the collections of art objects that 
were only recently threatened with broad- 
cast dispersion by sale at auction, first to 
supply the necessities of extravagant rul- 
ers, then at the hands of a revolutionary 
mob, and finally at the instance of the 
newly established republican government

that has assumed the reins of power in 
Portugal. 

The natural resources of the country 
had originally been favorable to the es- 
tablishment of industries based on the use 
of the precious metals, such as the manu- 
facture of filigree and other gold jewelry, 
referred to in our opening. Portugal 
shared more or less with the neighbor 
country, Spain, in the possession of ex- 
tensive mineral deposits, washeries estab- 
lished in her streams furnished gold of the 
remarkable purity for which placer gold 
has always been famous, while in her 
mountains there were reasonably rich veins 
of silver, so that raw material aplenty was 
available. This encouraged, among those 
who could afford it, a taste for jewels and 
ornaments of the precious metals, to which 
the artisans of those times and the Jews,

in whose hands the business was, were not 
slow to cater, 

The necklaces, earrings, etc., that date 
from this period, are notable for their 
semi-barbaric opulence, neck chains and 
pendants reaching to the waist line and 
earrings hanging on the shoulder. But 
while the gold used in these articles was 
almost always of the greatest purity, the 
open-work style adopted by their makers 
was calculated to require the smallest quan- 
tity of material for the production of the 
most imposing display, which was doubt- 
less the object of the makers. - Had their

weight been proportionate to their mag- 
nitude, these jewels would have been in- 
supportably heavy. The style, often Moor- 
ish or Byzantine in tendency, nevertheless 
frequently displayed in the ornamentation 
the emblems of the Christian faith, and 
in design, execution and finish the jewelry 
of this time, of which some charactertistic 
specimens have been preserved to us, shows 
artistic taste and manual skill of no mean 
order, although the royal treasures at Lis- 
bon have little to show from this period. 

The first intimation of the immense value 
of the treasures accumulated by Portu- 
guese monarchs at the time when the en- 
terprising navigators of the little kingdom 
were exploiting the princes of India, the 
hereditary Indian chiefs of Brazil and 
other potentates in distant lands who came 
into their clutches was when, about a year 
ago, the Republican authorities announced 
the sale of the royal property of a per- 
sonal character contained in the royal pal- 
aces of Necessidades and Ajuda, which had 
been declared forfeit to the State, together 
with the jewels owned by the dowager 
queen, Maria Pia, grandmother of the de- 
posed King Emanuel, many of which had 
been deposited with the Bank of Portugal 
as security for loans, when the exhausted 





public treasury could no longer meet the 
reckless royal expenditures. 

Priceless pearls and precious stones of 
all descriptions, set and unset, went on this 
occasion under the hammer, and were in 
many instances purchased by the repre- 
sentatives of other crowned heads, whose 
principals made pearls a hobby, for the 
dowager queen’s reputation as a connois- 
seur was well established, was, in fact, 
highly appreciated, especially—so it is said 
—by some of the footlight favorites of 
his ex-majesty, her grandson. 

Included in the treasures thus disposed 
of were a collar of five rows of pearls of 
an average weight of eight grains, which 
was purchased, so it is said, for the king 
of Italy, whose queen is a great lover of 
pearls, for 320,000 francs; a flat collar 
(“dog collar’) of notably beautiful six- 
grain, old-mine emeralds; a magnificent 
hair ornament containing two pearls of 
140 grains, and some large diamonds, which 
was sold to the house of M. Sonderheimer, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, for 90,000 francs,

ures, and which have interesting associa- 
tions with the history of the nation, are 
doubtless to be preserved as national heir- 
looms, and include many rarely beautiful 
specimens of the silversmith’s art. 

The Ajuda palace, particularly, was found 
to contain countless art treasures of unsur- 
passed beauty and inestimable value, mak- 
ing this comparatively unattractive and in- 
complete structure a most important re- 
pository of choice art specimens. The 
Ajuda palace, a huge square structure, built 
of ‘white marble, stands on a hill above the 


suburb of Belein, and occupies the site ot 
a temporary wooden structure erected for 
the accommodation of the royal family

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after the great earthquake of 1755. Built 
by King John VI. during the period be- 
tween 1816 and 1826, it derives its name 
from the chapel of the convent of Our 
Lady of Aid (Portuguese, Ajuda), which 
originally stood on the ground, and vast as 
are its dimensions is only about one-third 
as large as was originally intended. The 
walls of the interior are decorated with 
paintings by famous Spanish artists, and 
the gardens in which the palace stands are 
exceptionally beautiful. A feature of the 
establishment is the coach house, in which 
is preserved a collection of vehicles of all 
ages, used for all purposes, from the elab- 
orate cars used for the transportation of 
images of the saints in religious proces- 
sions, and the gorgeous state coach to the 
sedan chair. 

The Palace of Las Necessidades, so- 
called from its occupation of the site of a 
suppressed convent dedicated to Our Lady 
who Helps at Need, was the home of the

dowager queen, Maria Pia, a vast square 
building of plain exterior, but containing a 
rich store of art objects. At the time of 
the revolution King Manuel occupied 
apartments in this palace, and received his 
notice to quit from the revolutionists in 
the shape of several shells from the fleet 
lying in the Tagus, which the revolutionists 
had seized, and the guns of which were 


turned on the royal residence. Fortunately 
the missiles did not do any very serious 
damage, though they doubtless served 10 
expedite his majesty’s departure. 

Being contained in the royal residences, 
in many instances in the private apartments 
of the royal family, the puwhblic had little 
knowledge of the number and beauty of 
the gold and silver treasures which the 
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eral German goldsmiths of renown settled 
in Spain and Portugal during the 16th 
century. 

Of some of the most famous of these 
productions we have been able to obtain 
photographs, reproductions of which we 
present herewith, as showing the highly ar- 
tistic character of the treasures with which 
the former rulers of this little kingdom,

revolution brought to light, and which will 
now probably be placed in museums, art 
galleries, etc., where they will be accessi- 
ble to the people. 

It must be remembered that at the time 
when the wealth of the Indies was being 
poured into Portugal, when her argosies 
were coming in at frequent intervals bear- 
ing cargoes consisting in large part of the 
most valuable character, in which gold and 
silver and precious stones figured largely, 
the goldsmith’s art in Europe had reached 
what was practically the highest degree of 
its perfection, consequently there was no 
lack of famous masters and skilled artist- 
artisans to work up the plenitude of costly 
material the navigators brought home. 

It is to be noted that in style and execu- 
tion the specimens of Portuguese silver- 
smith work in existence, while exhibiting 
many characteristics of their own, are 
somewhat reminiscent of the choicest pro- 
ductions of the German and Italian and, 
naturally, the Spanish masters, and those 
to whom this work is ascribed undoubtedly 
drew a part of their inspirations, if they 
did not receive their training, from Nurem- 
berg, Florence and other centers of the 
goldsmith’s art. As a matter of fact sev- 


who for a long period enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being the wealthiest monarchs in 
Europe, surrounded themselves. 

Enjoying as it did for centuries the repu- 
tation of fidelity to the Church of Rome, 
it was only to be expected that the gold- 
smith’s art in Portugal would incline espe- 
cially to the production of ecclesiastical 
works. Such, indeed, proved to be the 
case; as a matter of fact, the first gold 
brought home by Vasca de Gama from In- 
dia, where he had collected it in the forms 
of tribute from the native princes, was 
mainly devoted to the manufacture of 
church vessels, some exquisite specimens 
of which are still to be seen in the library 
of the Ajuda palace and the Royal Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts at Lisbon. 

\mong the pieces that are to be seen at 
the palace, although it cannot be consid- 
ered a sacred vessel, is the cup or bowl in 
silver-gilt that forms the subject of one 
of the illustrations (Fig. 1) on page 59. 
In the bottom of the vessel, in relief, is 
shown the arrival of De Gama’s fleet at 
Melinda. Fame, sounding her trumpets, is 
being drawn, in a wheeled chariot har- 
negsed to elephants, through the seas to 
meet him. The popular conception of the 
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elephant at the period is amusingly evi- 
dent in the figures. 

An imposing piece of church plate is the 
pax or osculatorium in silver illustrated in 
Fig. 2. It shows an elegant portico or 
canopy, at the bottom of which, involved 
in the mystic rose bush, is a crescent which 
supports the kneeling Virgin Mother hold- 
ing the infant Jesus, to whom she is offer- 
ing a pear. Above her head, which is en- 
circled by a glory, angel figures support the 
crown of the Queen of Heaven. At the 
sides are figures of a bishop, with his 
crozier, and a cardinal. The style of this 
piece, which is preserved in the Royal 
Academy of Fine Arts, is that called 
“Manuelan” in Portugal, and it dates 
from the end of the 15th century.

\ remarkably elaborate chalice and

In the interspaces are 
six tiny bells; the decorations are unique, 
and include many precious stones; the foot 
and the base represent in high relief fig- 
ures of the saints, and in the small panels 
on the knop from the Saviour’s 
passion are to be seen. This chalice and 
paten, the former exceptional 
beauty of execution, are the work of an 
artist of the 16th century. 

The ostensorium in “Manuelan” style, 
shown in Fig. 5 on page 61, which dates

by Gil Vicente for the monastery of Belem

It is now at the palace of 
Ajuda, and is a superb specimen of sil- 
versmith work, the figures of the 12 apos- 
tles, kneeling in adoration, surrounding the 
host and the structural workmanship be- 
ing notably elaborate.

style, except for the handle, which repre- 
sents a curiously contorted creature of pre- 
historic or purely imaginary type. The 
basin is of silver, plain, except for the 
border and some engraved ornamentation, 
save in the center, where, surrounded by a 
raised border, is a bust in high relief grasp- 
ing with the right hand the hilt of a sword, 
which is plunged in the bosom. 

A number of fine round plateaux in sil- 
ver gilt from the Portuguese royal treas- 
ure have been shown on recent front covers 
of THe JEWELERS’ CrrcuLar. A very fine 
dish in silver gilt, shown in Fig. 7 on page 
63, in the Ajuda palace collection, dating 
from the 17th century, shows in high relief 
a series of scenes of a military character. 
A trophy, consisting of 15 articles, includ- 
ing a crucifix, several cups and chalices, 
two swords, two daggers, apparently of

knights of old, being intended to protect 
the joint where helm and breastlet came to- 
gether. These joints were the vulnerable 
parts of the knight, and formed the con- 
venient place of entry for spear, sword or 
knife. The front and back parts of the 
gorget are shown in the accompanying il- 
lustrations, representing the assault, by 
land and water, on a fortified place, the 
figures, considering their size, being re- 
markably vigorous in execution and _ per- 
fect in detail, and giving an excellent idea 
of the character of the military operations 
of the period in question. 

A large number of the articles contained 
in the collection at the Ajuda palace appears 
to have been acquired by King Louis, whose 
artistic taste is reflected in the rare beauty 
of workmanship, rather than in the intrin- 
sic magnificence of the objects. That the 
Portuguese monarchs indulged to the full 
extent their love for the magnificent is 
very evident from the relics that remain 
to us of their times. 

Probably most luxurious in his tastes 
was King John V., who built the beautiful 
monastery at Mafra. Nor was his ex- 
travagance to be wondered at. Previously 
by no means a wealthy country, Portugal, 
by the adventures of her navigators and 
explorers, and by the intrepidity, not to 
say avarice, they displayed in exacting trib- 
utes from the people they subjugated, was 
suddenly enriched beyond belief, and her 
rulers found ample means wherewith to 
indulge their taste for the beautiful and 
costly in their palaces, their churches, etc. 
The collection in the Royal Academy of 
Fine Arts is no less excellent and interest- 
ing than that in the Ajuda palace, but less 
accessible. 

One of the first and most praiseworthy 
acts of the new republican government of 
Portugal was to render these beautiful 
works of art, previously kept in seclusion 
for the personal gratification of the royal 
owners, available to the public, where they 
could not only be admired by those of 
artistic tastes, but put to practical use as a 
source of inspiration for the aspiring and 
artistic craftsman. With these beautiful 
creations accessible to the artistic world, 
the picturesque city on the Tagus will be- 
come more than ever a source of interest 
to the art world, and that she will profit 
by the resultant associations the history of 
the past does not permit as to doubt. 








Receiver Appointed for J. Floersheim 
Co., Chicago, in Bankruptcy Pro- 
ceedings by Creditors. 


Cuicaco, Aug. 11—An involuntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was filed here last week 
against the J. Floersheim Co., Inc. Howard 
Hews was appointed receiver under a bond 
of $2,500. The petitioning creditors and 
the amounts due them are as follows: F. 
H. Sadler & Co., $418; Tenney & Porter, 
$118; M. W. Morton, $110. The petition- 
ers state that the estate owes creditors to 
the amount of $45,000 and aver the usual 
preferences of other creditors as a cause 
for filing their petition. The concern ef- 
fected a compromise with its creditors 
some time ago. 


Orders Reduction in Express Rates. 

Wasuincton, D. C, Aug. 8—Reduc- 
tions in express rates, which will cost the 
companies fully $26,000,000 a year—ap- 
proximately 16 per cent. of their gross 
revenue—have been ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to become ef- 
fective on or before Oct. 15, 1913. Notable 
reforms in practices also were ordered. 

The most important change prescribed 
by the order is by way of modification of 
the present graduated scale of parcel rates. 
One hundred pound rates for short dis- 
tances either have been left unchanged or 
slightly reduced, while for longer dis- 
tances they have been lowered. For 50 
pounds or less all rates have been prac- 


tically reduced. For packages of more 
than four pounds going more than 200 


miles and less than 2,000 miles the new ex- 
press rates are generally lower than the 
parcel post rates. For more than 3,000 
miles the rates are practically the same. 

The report and order of the commission, 
prepared by Commissioner Marble, are a 
virtual affirmation of the findings of for- 
mer Commissioner Franklin Lane, now 
Secretary of the Interior. 

By prescribing a so-called block system, 
dividing the United States into 950 blocks, 
averaging 2,500 square miles, 900,000,000 
different rates now published by the ex- 
press companies will be reduced to less 
than 650,000, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission believes that the system points 
the way to a solution of the existing maze 
of freight rates. The general impression 
in official quarters is that the express com- 
panies will attempt to test by legal means 
the commission’s order. 

The requirement of the order of June 
8, 1912, that a label shall be attached to 
each parcel is modified to the extent that 
in case of shipments of perishable prop- 
erty, consisting of two or more packages, 
the label need be attached to only one 
package. 

The express companies have filed state- 
ments indicating that the losses of revenue 
under the proposed rates would be in- 
tolerable, and have argued _ strenuously 
that the establishment of the parcel post 
had deprived them of 30 per cent. of the 
revenue they formerly received from par- 
cels of 11 pounds or less. They contended 
that the express business cannot survive 
the losses from both sources. 

The new system of rates is not only a 
simplification of existing rate structures 
and methods, but, in the opinion of rate ex- 
perts, lays the foundation for future prac- 
tise in all rate revisions. While the com- 
mission has not considered the practicabil- 
ity of the application of the block system 
to the making of freight rates, it is known 
that the question may be taken up almost 
at any time. With a standard freight rate, 
one established between blocks instead of 
points and all other rates stated in per- 
centages of the standard, the mystery of 
the present complicated maze of freight 
rates, in the opinion of the commission’s 
experts, would be solved. 

The basis of the classification prescribed 
by the commission is that all articles of 


carried at first class or ordinary merchan- 
dise rates. Articles of food or drink, with 
a few exceptions, are second class, and are 
to be carried at 75 per cent. of the first 
class rate. All rates based upon the 
owner’s risk are eliminated. A permanent 
committee has been appointed to revise the 
routes of express carriers to eliminate the 
circuituous routes which are now a cause 
of considerable complaint on the part of 
shippers. 

The commission's order is for two years 
and it is stated this will give abundant op- 
portunity for a test of these rates under 
varying conditions. 





John Dyson to Represent National As- 
sociation of Goldsmiths of England, 
at Convention of A. N. R. J. A, 
CotumsBiA, Mo., Aug. 7.—Claud Wheel- 
er, secretary of the American National Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association, has received a 
letter from Carey L. Burnett, secretary of 
the National Association of Goldsmiths in 
England, advising him that John Dyson 
has been appointed as the representative of 
the English association who will attend 
the national convention of the American 


National Retail Jewelers’ Association, 
which will be held Aug. 26 to 29 in Chi- 
cago. 


There has been considerable correspond- 
ence between President T. L. Combs and 
the president of the English association of 
late and officers of the American National 
Retail Jewelers’ Association in this coun- 
try are pleased to learn that Mr. Dyson 
will find it possible to be in attendance at 
the convention. 

Mr. Dyson is now on his way to Can- 
ada to make a short visit there and will 
go on to Chicago in time for the meeting. 


Creditors File Petition in Bankruptcy 
Against John Yenny, East Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. 

PitTsBuRGH, Pa., Aug. 7.— An involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy has been filed in 
the United States Court here by some of 
the creditors of John Yenny, doing busi- 
ness in Electric Ave., East Pittsburgh, their 
claims aggregating $1,028. The petitioning 
creditors are: Ades Bros., $66; Biggard & 
Co., $637, and the Pittsburgh Jewelry Co., 
$324. The petitions say that on July 31 
Yenny admitted his inability to pay his 

debts. 

Yenny is the man whose place of busi- 
ness was robbed more than a year ago, but 
much of the stolen property was recovered 
when the young men who broke into the 
store were arrested. At that time it is said 
that Yenny was indebted for large amounts 
to one or two concerns and that he gave 
them notes and paid his obligations. Re- 
cently he was stricken with a stroke of 
paralysis, but has partly recovered from 
this illness. No statement of his debts has 
been given out.

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Interesting Testimony in Connection 
with Alleged Disappearance of Dia- 
monds from Store of Louis Shoop, 
Pittsburgh. 

PittspurGH, Pa., Aug. 7—When the suits 
against Louis Shoop, William F. Feldman, 
Simon Shupinsky, H. Breman, Harry 
Frishman and Jacob Blatt were taken up 
late Monday afternoon by Alderman Jo- 
seph H. Jackson, of the Hazelwood district, 
on a charge of conspiracy, growing out of 
the alleged disappearance of diamonds 
worth $20,000 from Shoop’s place of busi- 
ness last May, all of the men went into a 
hearing, the alderman holding the first 
named four for court and reserving his de- 
cision in the case of Frishman and Blatt. 
The last named two are expected to be ab- 
solved from any connection with the case; 
for, although it is alleged that they had 
some knowledge of thé matter, neither of 
them, it is asserted, profited by the trans- 

action. 

John S. Schwartz was one of the wit- 
nesses introduced by the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, which organization is the 
private prosecutor in this case and to 
which, and its special representative, F. M. 
Hickok, is due the credit in this case. 
Schwartz is the cashier of the Park Bank. 
He testified that Shoop came to the bank 
shortly after the fire and brought a pack- 
age and asked Schwartz to place it aside 
for safekeeping, requesting no receipt and 
receiving none. He also testified that 
later Shupinsky, the father of Shoop, 
brought another package and that when 
these were recovered by the chief of coun- 
ty detectives, Charles J. Donnelly, they 
were found to contain both mounted and 
loose diamonds to the approximate value 
of $16,000. It was further asserted that 
Shoop, at the time he alleged that his store 
was robbed, following a fire adjoining his 
Frankstown Ave. establishment, which was 
run under the name of the Empire Loan 
Co., furnished the police with a list of 
some of the alleged missing property, and 
at the hearing it is claimed that some of 
the goods alleged to have been stolen, and 
which, it is stated, appeared on the police 
list, were presented and that they tallied 
exactly as to the number of stones, the 
weight and the price per carat with this 
list. 

Attorney Frank M. Hickok, who repre- 
sents the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade, was the principal witness examined. 
He told of coming to Pittsburgh after 
hearing that the diamonds were missing 
from Shoop’s store. He said that he had 
an interview with Shoop after the petition 
in bankruptcy had been filed, which inter- 
view, he said, he took in shorthand. He 
said that during this conversation Shoop 
wanted to settle with his creditors on the 
basis of 25 cents on the dollar. When Mr. 
Hickok questioned Shoop, according to the 
testimony, the latter said that he was short 
diamonds worth $20,000 as a result of the 
alleged robbery. He testified that Shoop 
told him that the merchandise left in the 
store following the fire was valued at 
$5,000 by the court appraisers; but this, 
Hickok said, was sold for $7,500 to Horn 


sros., 1026 Fifth Ave. Attorney Hickok 
further testified that Shoop told him that 
the stock was bought the same day from 
Horn Bros. by Harry Breman, Shoop’s 
cousin, for $7,500 and that Breman sold it 
to Simon Shupinsky for $7,900. Hickok 
said that Shoop told him of being at 222 
Fifth Ave. when the fire started, and ot 
going to the fire in a taxicab. Upon his 
arrival there, the fire had been extin- 
guished and three men—William Feldman, 
the clerk; Ben Lazarus and E. J. Black, a 
jeweler of the North Side—were in the 
store. According to Attorney Hickok, 
Shoop told him that he missed three pack- 
ages of loose diamonds which he had 
placed in a front showcase under a tray 
of lockets. Shoop told Lazarus, so Hickok 
said, that some women who were in the 
store the night before would call to look 
at the diamonds. He then detailed what 
Shoop said he told the police as to what 
diamonds were missing. Hickok then pro- 
duced Shoop’s original list as given to the 
police. c 

It was then that Cashier Schwartz was 
called and testified to Shoop leaving a 
package at the bank about a week follow- 
ing the fire. This package, Shoop said, ac- 
cording to Schwartz, was worth between 
$2,500 and $3,000. He testified that Jacob 
Blatt was in the bank at the time, but he 
could not say if Shoop and Blatt came in 
together or not, and he did not know if 
they left the bank together. Several days 
later, so Schwartz testified, Shupinsky came 
into the bank and gave him a package val- 
ued at $5,000, and then Schwartz told of 
turning both of the packages over to the 
county detectives, who received their in- 
formation from the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade. 

E. J. Black, a watchmaker for Shoop, 
was then called and testified to the inci- 
dents following the fire and of carrying 
valuables out of the store and taking them 
to a near-by saloon for safekeeping and of 
returning them to the store when Shoop 
arrived on the scene. He said he did not 
know of any loose diamonds being around 
at the time of the fire. Attorney Simon 
Sher asked for Blatt’s discharge and At- 
torney A. C. Stein, representing Frishman, 
did likewise, saying that no case had been 
made out against these men, but the oth- 
ers were held in $10,000 bail each with the 
exception of Shoop who is out on $15,000 
bail. 

Feldman is a son-in-law of Shupinsky, 
while Breman is a cousin of Shoop, Frish- 
man being Shoop’s father-in-law. The Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade was repre- 
sented at the hearing by Attorneys John 
R. Frankel and Joseph H. Reich, they hav- 
ing been retained as special counsel in the 
case to work in conjunction with Attorney 
Hickok and the county detectives in bring- 
ing about the arrest of the men who were 
held for the September term of court. 

Attorney Hickok said to-day that addi- 
tional charges will possibly be filed against 
some of the defendants in the United 
States Court the coming week, these 
charges growing out of alleged misrepre- 
sentations in connection with Shoop’s fail- 
ure and that Shoop will undoubtedly have 
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to face other charges besides those already 
made against him. The accusations on 
which he has been held will be tried in 
the county criminal court. It was also said 
that all the evidence in the possession of 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade was 
not presented at the preliminary hearing, 
and that only sufficient was brought out to 
make a case against the four men held at 
that time.

Grand Jury Returns Indictment Against 
Max |. Reiner, Washington, D. C. 
WasHincton, D. C., Aug. 8—Max I. 

Reiner, formerly a_ retail jeweler con- 

ducting business as the Reiner Jewelry Co., 

in this city, has been indicted by the Grand 

Jury of this district for alleged concealment 

of assets, and a bench warrant has been 

issued for him. He is out of the city, but 
it is said that his whereabouts are known 
to the authorities. 

A petition in bankruptcy was filed against 
Reiner several months ago, and the Na- 
tion Jewelers Board of Trade sent its 
special representative, Frank M. Hickok, to 
make a detailed investigation in the inter- 
ests of creditors. The information ob- 
tained was placed before the District-At- 
torney by the Board, with the result that 
the indictment above mentioned followed. 

The liabilities were placed at $15,000, 
with assets of nominal value. No dividend 
has as yet been paid. 

Reiner has filed his petition for a dis- 
charge in bankruptcy, but objections have 
been filed thereto on behalf of creditors 
represented by the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade. 
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Report of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade on Failures Among 
Jobbers. 

ProvIvpENCE, R. I., Aug. 9.—One of the 
most interesting and instructive reports is- 
sued by the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade is that which was distrib- 
uted among its members the past week un- 
der date of Aug. 1. It dealt with the num- 
ber and amount of jobbing jewelry failures 
in the United States and Canada during 
the first six months of this year. The re-~ 
port shows a remarkable falling off in the 
amount of property involved and is con- 
sidered the more remarkable because of 
the change in administration at Washing- 
ton and the dire predictions of what would 
happen when that change took place. 

According to the figures submitted by 
the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of 
Trade, the total amount involved in 26 fail- 
ures during the first six months of 1913 
was $670,574.69, while during the same pe- 
riod last year there were an equal number 
of failures, involving $754,581. The follow- 
ing tables show the comparative statistics 
for each month during the years 1910, 191], 
1912 and 1913, giving the number of fail- 
ures and the amount involved:

Sentence Suspended for Man Arrested 
on Charge of Attempted Larceny 
from Bigelow, Kennard & Co., 
Boston. 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Opportunity to reform 
was given in the case of Arthur J. David, 
alias “Hon. B. Barnet,” of London, the 
young man who attempted larceny of jew- 
elry valued at $580 last week from Bige- 
low, Kennard & Co. Investigation, as far 
as was possible, of David’s statements 
showed that he had apparently told the 
truth about himself, and the judge, in view 
of the fact that David did not actually 
secure any loot, was therefore induced by 
his plea to be lenient in the matter of 


imposing a sentence upon the guilty man. 

When David was brought into court Aug. 
6 he was given a prison sentence of four 
months. He was in court again Aug. 7, 
however, and sentence was_ suspended, 
David promising reform, and an _ uncle, 
William Wolf, of Broadway, New York, 
agreeing to aid him. It is understood that 
David is to return to England. 








Death of Charles R. Stilson. 

Deval, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The funeral of 
Charles R. Stilson, a retail jeweler of this 
place, was held yesterday afternoon, the 
services being conducted by the Revs. H. J. 
Kingdon and W. M. Kittredge. The inter- 
ment was in Woodland Cemetery. Mr. 
Stilson was stricken with apoplexy while 
at his store last Thursday evening, and 
died Saturday afternoon at the Stilson 
residence on Division St. His death oc- 
curred just eight days after his mother’s. 

Charles R. Stilson was born in Meredith 
61 years ago and was a resident of this 
village the greater part of his life. He 
learned the jewelry trade with his father, 
the late Minor Stilson, and about 30 years 
ago was taken into partnership. The firm 
was M. Stilson & Son, and the business 
was continued under this style until the 
father’s death in 1894. Then C. R. Stilson 
and his brother kept on with the business 
under the firm name of C. R. & H. M. Stil- 
son for some time. C. R. Stilson had since 
been the sole proprietor. 

Mr. Stilson had served several terms as 
chief of the fire department and had held 
other offices, and was at the time of his 
death a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion. He also belonged to the local Ma- 
sonic organization. The Stilson jewelry 
store was one of the oldest business places 
in town, and only two or three men have 
been in business here longer than its late 
proprietor, 

Deceased is survived by a widow, two 
daughters, a sister and a brother. 








Police at Bay City, Mich., Hold ‘“‘Yegg”’ 
Man Believed to Have Robbed 
Rochester, N. Y., Jewelry Store. 
RocHester, N, Y., Aug. 9.— Another 
“yegg’’ man is under arrest at Bay City, 
Mich., because of his part in the blowing 
up of a postoffice safe in that State. The 
prisoner is Leo Mitchel, alias E. E. Pope 
and Leo Ososki, but it is believed that the 
latter is the man’s right name. He is a 
member of the gang of “yegg”’ men who 
robbed Philip Present’s jewelry store in 
the Chamber of Commerce building on 

Feb. 14. 

Ososki is known as “the poet yegg man.” 
He has served time in Ohio penal institu- 
tions for burglaries, and the police believe 
that he is the man who engineered the jew- 
elry store robbery here. The Bay City po- 
lice have identified Ososki’s likeness as one 
of the bunch of “yegg” men who were in 
Rochester about the time the Present store 
was robbed and dynamited. 

There were five men in the gang who 
robbed the Present store. Two were ar- 
rested some time ago at Milwaukee. Jo- 
seph Hill is now in Auburn Prison, and 
Bert Donaldson is in the Fort Leavenworth 
Penitentiary for their share in the local 
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job. Ososki is believed to be the third man 
who escaped from the Milwaukee police. 

About $4,500 worth of jewelry was taken 
from the Present store, but the bulk of it 
was later recovered by the police. It is 
doubtiul if Ososki is brought to Rochester 
in the near future, as the authorities will 
prosecute him in Michigan. 








Recent Decisions Handed Down by the 
Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers at New York. 

Among the recent decisions handed down 
by the Board of United States Ge: eral 
Appraisers of interest to the trade is one 
on the protest of A. J. Dale, New York, 
regarding the duty on pocket cigarette 
cases made of metal. .he merchandise 
was returned for duty at rates equivalent 
to 85 per cent. as erticles of personal 
adornment. The importers claimed that 
they were properly dutiable a+ 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 475 as smokers’ 
articles. The Board sustained the protest 
of the importers and the collectors’ decision 

was overruled. 

Emrich, King & Schorsch, New York, 
protested the duty assessed on mesh bags. 
The merchandise in question, manufac- 
tured of gun metal, had been returned for 
duty at rates equivalent to 85 per cent. 
The importers claimed duty at 45 per cent. 
under Par. 199 as manufactures of metal. 
[n this decision the Board stated that it 
wes the custom to assess such merchandise 
as manufactures of metal and sustained the 
protest of the importers, the collector being 
reversed. Other concerns were also sus- 
tained in similar protests. 

The Boaid upheld A. H. Ringk & Co., 
New York, in their protest on the duty of 
15 per cent. on opera glasses. The im- 
porters claimed that the merchandise was 
properly dutiable at 35 per cent. ad valorem 
as toys under Par. 431. 

E. A. Bliss, New Haven, Conn., pro- 
tested the duty of mesh bags composed of 
German silver. The merchandise in ques- 
tion consisted of German silver, mesh 
composed of wires made of German silver 
linked together. Duty was assessed there- 
on at rates equivalent to 85 per cent. as 
“finished or unfinished bags, purses and 
other articles or parts thereof made in chief 
value of metal mesh on silver, German sil- 
ver, or gun metal, under Par. 448 of the 
Tariff Act of 1909.” The Board held after 
an inspection of the samples that the mer- 
chandise was properly dutiable at 45 per 
cent. ¢s manufactures of metal and upheld 
the importer in his claim. 

The Board olso upheld the protest of F. 
Cortzen & Co., New York, regarding the 
assessment on garnet. The merchandise in 
question consists of garnet cut in oval 
forms, which was returned for duty as 
manufactures of garnet at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 115. This merchandise 
in a former decision by the Board was held 
dutiable as precious stones at 10 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 435. The assess- 
ment of the collector was therefore over- 
ruled, the importers’ claim for lower duty 
being sustainec.

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Norris, Alister & Co., Chicago, Merged 
with Wholesale Department of Webb 
C. Ball Co., Cleveland, O. 


Cuicaco, Aug. 11.— One of the largest 
and most important deals ever consum- 
mated in the jewelry industry was closed 
last week when the firm of Norris, Alister 
& Co., for 49 years one of the prominent 
jewelry jobbing houses of Chicago, and the 
wholesale department of the Webb C. Ball 
Co., of Cleveland, were merged into one 
corporation, and will in the future be con- 
ducted jointly under the name of the Nor- 
ris, Alister-Ball Co. Negotiations for the 
merger have been under way ‘for some 
time; but, owing to the unsual amount of 
detail incident to such a transaction, they 
did not reach tangible form until about two 
months ago, and were definitely completed 
Aug. 11. 

The new company will be a corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of 
Ohio. Sidney Y. Ball will be president, 
and Chas. H. Spencer, who has been prom- 
inent in the management of Norris, Alister 
& Co., will be vice-president and general 
manager. Webb C. Ball, founder of the 
Webb C. Ball Co., will act as chairman of 
the board of directors. William Alister, 
who has been the moving spirit of the 
Chicago firm, will be a member of this 
board and will retain an active interest in 
the new corporation. R. J. Gross, of Dun- 
kirk, N. Y., who has taken an active part 
in the management of the Ball interests, 
will also serve on this board. 

There will be no changes in the policies 
of either of the companies, both businesses 
have been conducted along similar lines, 
and the merger will be brought about with- 
out any changes. Sidney Y. Ball was in 
Chicago the early part of the month clos- 
ing the deal and will soon make his perma- 
nent headquarters here. The wholesale 
business of the Ball company will all be 
moved to Chicago as soon as possible. The 
Cleveland office will be discontinued as 
soon as the final details are worked out and 
running smoothly. 

The news of the merger will be received 
with much interested by the trade in gen- 
eral. Both companies have occupied prom- 
inent positions in the wholesale jewelry 
field for many years. Norris, Alister & 
Co. is one of the pioneer wholesale jewelry 
houses of Chicago, having been organized 
in the early 60’s—long before Chicago wasa 
market of any proportions. Mr. Norris, who 
was associated with Mr. Alister in found- 
ing the business, died 13 years ago. His 
interests were purchased by Mr. Alister. 
Shortly after its foundation Norris, Alister 
& Co. issued their first catalogue for retail 
jewelers, and it is now in its 48th edition. 
It will be continued by the new company. 
The Webb C. Ball Co. was organized 15 
years ago by Webb C. Ball, of Cleveland. 
It is only within recent years, however, 
that it entered the wholesale jewelry field. 
It is only this end of the Ball business 
which is affected by the merger. 

There will be no change in the personel 
in the heads of departments or employes. 
Chas. H. Spencer will act as general man- 
ager and will be assisted in the jewelry and 
catalogue department by J. T. Hartley, B. 
W. Adrian and W. A. Borgenhagen. 


The diamond department will continue in 
charge of William G. Rattray, who has 
been with Norris, Alister & Co. for the 
past 35 years.

Darlington will remain in charge of the 
clock department; Mr. Parker, of the tool 
and material section; and Mr. Maier, of 
the optical section. The financial and ac- 
counting department will be in charge of 
R. G. Giesler, J. Kucera, who have been 
with Norris, Alister & Co. for many years, 
and H. F. Taber, of the Ball concern. 
James S. Cory, for 10 years with the Ball 
company, is also slated for an important 
post with the new concern. 








Creditors File Petition in Bankruptcy 
Against Harry Pollard, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 9.— An invol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy was filed on 
Friday against Harry Pollard, 1011 Chest- 
nut St., a manufacturing jeweler, alleging 
as an act of bankruptcy the concealment of 
assets with the intention of defrauding 

creditors. 

The petition was filed by Abram Peter- 
zel, counsel for Isador Sagorsky, a creditor 
of Pollard, to the amount of $560. Other 
creditors joining in the filing of the peti- 
tion were Louis Lipkin with a claim of 
$600, and Julius Windner, with one for 
$721. 

The petition asking for the appointment 
of a receiver alleged that on Thursday, the 
day before the filing of the petition, Pol- 
lard, who was then insolvent, removed 
merchandise valued at more than $1,000 
and concealed it; that he has since ab- 
sconded from the city and has converted 
to his own use whatever property he had 
with which to pay the accounts of credit- 
ors. 

According to counsel for one of the 
creditors, Pollard obtained a quantity of 
goods on Aug. 6, after exhibiting to sev- 
eral dealers a number of diamonds valued 
at more than $1,000. He said that the dia- 
monds were his property and showed book 
accounts showing that his business was in 
good financial standing. He also gave a 
number of notes to secure the debts for the 
newly purchased property. 

On the following day Pollard’s office is 
said to have remained closed, and all ef- 
forts to locate the missing jeweler have 
been proved futile. 








Augustus C. Barth, who died recently at 
Ilion, N. Y., was one of the best-known 
German residents in the village, and his 
death caused regret that is generally felt 
throughout the community. Mr. Barth was 
a watch and clock maker and repairer, 
which vocation he had always followed, 
and was known to be an expert in his line. 
Perhaps one of the best pieces of work 
that he had accomplished was the building 
of a clock that had no visible revolving 
parts. This clock he made after ideas of 
his own, and it attracted much attention. 
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Steele F. Roberts Memorial Endowment 
Fund Incorporated Under Laws of 
Ohio. 


PitTsBuRGH, Pa., Aug. 11.—Letters of in- 
corporation have been granted in ac- 
cordance with the laws of Ohio to the 
Steele F. Roberts Memorial Endowment 
Fund, the application being made at the 
instigation of President T. L. Combs, of 
the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association, through Attorney Roscoe C. 
McCulloch. 

Chairman August Loch, of the Memo- 
rial Fund Commission, in discussing the 
matter to-day with the representative of 
THE JEWELERS’ CirRCULAR, said that some 
of the largest manufacturers had written 
to him that they were ready and willing 
to contribute, and suggesting that a per- 
manent organization be effected. Mr. 
Loch said that he placed this suggestion 
before President Combs, with the result 
that letters of incorporation were asked 
for under the laws of Ohio. That State 
was selected, Mr. Loch said, for the rea- 
son that the McKinley Memorial was 
handled much the same way, and, knowing 
of its success, Mr. Loch went to Canton 
and consulted with Attorney McCulloch. 

The fund will be managed by a board 
of.trustees of nine, and five of them will 
include the president, vice-president, sec- 
ond vice-president, secretary and treasurer 
of the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association and four others. The terms of 
office will run from one to four years and 
have been so arranged that one set of trus- 
tees will go out Of office each year. 

Mr. Loch said the entire matter will be 
explained fully at the Chicago convention, 
where, he says, he will call a meeting of all 
of the State chairmen of the Memorial 
Fund to talk over plans and provide ways 
and means for carrying on a brisk cam- 
paign. 

While Mr. Loch has not been satisfied 
with the manner in which the money for 
the fund has been coming in, yet he says 
that, judging from the way the various 
State chairmen write him, the indications 
are that the fund will be given a big boost 
at the convention. Mr. Loch will outline 
in his address how the money should be 
sent, in accordance with the wishes of 
the man whose name the fund is to per- 
petuate. Mr. Loch believes that the jew- 
elers have a great opportunity, but the 
things he has in mind will be told in detail 
at the convention.

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Man Who Robbed Bauman Jewelry Co., 
Chicago, Arrested in Baltimore 
and Confesses His Guilt. 

BALtTIMorE, Aug. 8.—With the arrival of 
Detective Garrigan, of Chicago, a confes- 
sion was forced from an Armenian charged 
with the robbery of $10,000 worth of jew- 
elry from the Bauman Jewelry Co., Chi- 
cago. 

Ever since he was picked up here by two 
local detectives, two weeks ago, he had 
steadfastly maintained his innocence, and it 
was not until confronted by the Chicago 
sleuth who knew him personally that he 
finally broke down and admitted he was 
the man wanted. 4 

The Armenian was employed by the Bau- 
man Jewelry Co. as a salesman, and when 
sent out with a case of diamond rings 
valued at $10,000 he failed to return. Ef- 
forts at locating him failed and the police 
were notified. When asked why he had 
stolen the jewels, he replied that it was 
due to gambling. He told a story of a 
party of men who were about to go to 
Alaska, where one had a claim on which 
was located a good gold mine, and that 
they needed money with which to carry out 
their plans. He said he was let in on the 
plant provided he would help to raise the 
money and that he stole the jewels from 
the Bauman company and pawned them for 
$2,000. When near the time to start on 
their Alaskan trip they began gambling 
and the salesman lost all his money except 
enough to carry him to Baltimore. 

When told by Detective Garrigan that 
he came to take him back to Chicago the 
fugitive said, “You have got me, Garrigan; 
I will go back without requisition papers.” 
Detective Garrigan, in commenting on the 
capture, complimented the local detectives. 








W. L. Hess, Evanston, IlIl., Goes Into 
Voluntary Bankruptcy. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 9.—W. L. Hess, retail jew- 
eler of Evanston, Ill. has filed a petition 
in bankruptcy here and has asked for an 
exemption of $400 cash under the act. The 
secured liabilities are about $5,620, and the 
unsecured are about $18,271, while the as- 
sets are about $3,361. 

The secured creditors are the County of 
Cook, State of Illinois, $100 for taxes; $145 
for clerk hire, and $5,375 due the City Na- 
tional Bank of Evanston, IIl., secured by 
two trust deeds on real estate property val- 
ued at the same amount.

Mr. Smythe was born in Marengo, Oct. 
12, 1861, and came to Elgin with his par- 
ents at the age of 10 years. He has lived 
here continually since. 

For years, Mr. Smythe conducted a 
jewelry store on Fountain Sq. About seven 
years ago, he retired from business life and 
accepted a position in the “hospital” de- 
partment of the watch factory. 

He was prominent in the lodge life of the 
city. He was a member of the Elgin 
lodge, No. 117, A. F. and A. M.; Kane 
lodge, No. 47, I. O. O. F.; Silver Leaf 
Camp, M. W. A.; Order of the Eastern 
Star, and the Rebekahs. 

Besides his widow, he is survived by his 
mother, who is living at Resthaven, and a 
daughter, Miss Grace Smythe. 

The funeral will be Sunday. There will 
be a service at the home at 2:30 o'clock.

Renewed Demand for Rough Diamonds 
and Increased Trade Activity Re- 
ported from London. 

Lonpon, Aug. 2.—The summary of the 
situation in the diamond trade published 
yesterday in the Financial News of this 
city is most interesting and unusual for this 

time of the yer. It reads: 

“In business, as in every-day life, the un- 
expected often happens; and this is par- 
ticularly applicable to the diamond indus- 
try during the past week. The holiday pe- 
riod being in full swing, and the majority 
of the leading merchants being away, it 
was anticipated that during the coming few 
weeks business would, on this account, con- 
siderably diminish. Such, however, has 
proved not to be the case, as there has been 
more activity in the trade this week than 
during the preceding two or three weeks, 
and it seems as if the usual Autumn de- 
mand is already commencing. 

“This may be the case, or it may be that 
the more hopeful outlook of the near east 
has brought home to European cutters the 
necessity of being prepared for a revival of 
business in Europe when once hostilities 
have actually ceased. The demand for 
goods all this year, which our readers are 
aware has been a record one, has been 
practically entirely on account of the 
United States, South America and the 
other overseas countries, while business in 
European centres has been at a standstill. 
There is therefore very good reason to 
believe that when once peace is actually 
proclaimed trade will begin to assume its 
normal aspect, and manufacturers are in 
hopes of effecting large deals for con- 
tinental account. 

“Which theory is the right one remains 
to be seen; the fact cannot be disputed that 
a renewed demand has set in, and every- 
thing points to a record turnover in the 
\utumn. 
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“The London Diamond Syndicate soid 
out the Bultfontein shipment this week and 
will be marketing the production of the 
Jagersfontein mine on Tuesday next.” 








Involuntary Petition in Bankruptcy 
Filed Against Barnet Rubinstein, 
New York. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed last Friday in the United States 
District Court, New York, against Barnet 
Rubinstein, a dealer in diamonds and jew- 
elry at 71 Nassau St., Manhattan, by the 
following creditors: M. I. Schwartzstein, 
$1,363; Samuel Hess, $341, and Louis L. 
Windt, $400. The liabilities are placed at 
$17,000, with assets of $500. 


It is alleged in the petition, upon infor- 

mation and belief, that Rubinstein has 
transferred his assets beyond reach of his 
creditors, with the intent to delay, hinder 
and defraud them. Judge Meyer appointed 
Geo. K. Hall receiver. 
In the application for the receivership it 
is set forth that for some time past Rubin- 
stein has conducted business under the 
name of Rubinstein & Isralowitz, and that 
since Jan. 1 he had disposed of merchan- 
dise to the value of $40,000. Samuel Blum- 
berg, attorney for the creditors, secured a 
writ of ne exeat from Judge Meyer last 
Friday, stating to the court that, according 
to information which had come to him. 
Rubinstein was about to leave the country 
and that he had made preparations to sail 
on the /mperator last Saturday morning. 
A deputy marshal, accompanied by two de- 
tectives, went to Hoboken last “Saturday 
morning to serve the paper on the jeweler. 
When they reached the pier they found that 
Rubinstein had gone to see friends off and 
was not sailing himself, 

It is alleged that Rubinstein, in a recent 
written financial statement, placed his as- 
sets at $19,000 over and above all liabilities, 
but subsequently stated at a creditors’ meet- 
ing that he owed approximately $17,000 and 
had no assets. Among the creditors are 
Hochberger & Sons, $1,150: Samuel Hess, 


$1,684; Herman Baum, $828, and D. Atlas 
$2,331.

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Two Men Arrested in Chicago Charged 
with Murder of Joseph H. Logue. 
Cuicaco, Aug. 11.—John Faith and Har- 

old Snyder have been arrested in this city 

charged with the murder of Joseph H. 

Logue, an aged diamond broker. Logue 

was murdered in his office Dec. 19, 1912. 

Both have been held without bonds for a 

hearing Aug. 19. 

The two men were arrested on informa- 
tion supplied by a woman supposed to be 
Faith’s wife. 

The woman said Faith knew that Logue 
was to be murdered several days before 
the crime was committed. She persuaded 
Faith, according to her story, to keep away 
from Snyder and to take no part in the 
affair. After the murder, she said, Sny- 
der told Faith that he did the job, and 
that he got several diamonds and other 
jewelry. 

Mr. Logue had an office in McVicker’s 
Theatre building, and his body was found 
behind a counter in his office brutally 
butchered. He had been bound, gagged and 
chloroformed and then stabbed 17 times. 
A number of people were arrested at the 
time on suspicion of being implicated in 
the murder. 








Justice Weeks Hears Argument on Writ 
of Habeus Corpus Obtained by 
Morris Forgotson, New York. 

Argument was heard yesterday before 
Justice Bartow S. Weeks, in Part II. of 
the Court of Special Sessions, on a writ of 
habeas corpus sued out by Morris A. For- 
gotson, a jeweler at 1432 Broadway, New 
York. The court reserved decision. 

Mr. Forgotson was recently held for 
trial in the Court of Special Sessions on 
a charge of misrepresenting the weight of 
a diamond which he sold to inspectors of 
the Bureau of Weights and Measures. He 
refused to give bail and went to the Tombs 
in order to sue out the writ. 

Louis Marshall, who represented Mr. 
Forgotson at the hearing yesterday, raised 
two points: He argued that his client was 
charged with selling a diamond as weigh- 
ing % of a carat, which, it is alleged, 
weighed only 34 of a carat. He stated that 
no such weight was known to the law and 
that it was not a legalized weight. Mr. 
Marshall also argued that, even if the 
«carat was a recognized weight and if the 
diamond had been sold as % of a carat, 
when it weighed only %8 of a carat, 
the statute was not violated, as there was 
no testimony to show that the purchasers 
were defrauded or injured by it. 

The court asked if there had not been 
convictions for selling gold articles marked 
14 karat when they contained only eight 
or 10 karats of gold, and Attorney Lorlys 
E. Rogers called attention to a number of 
such cases. The court called Mr. Mar- 
shall’s attention to Sec. 431 of the Penal 
Law, under which section the convictions 
had been obtained. 

Assistant District Attorney Johnson 
maintained that the statute was violated 
in this case by the delivery of a diamond 
weighing less than it was represented to 
weigh; that it was not necessary that the 


purchaser be defrauded, as the statute 
used the terms disjointedly, and if the 
purchaser was injured the requirements of 
the statute were met. He contended that 
the language of the statute showed that 
the delivery of a less weight than rep- 
resented was an injury and quoted from 
the statute. 

He contended that the carat is a well 
recognized and standardized weight in the 
jewelry trade. 

After the arguments had been finished 
Justice Weeks said that unless Attorney 
Marshall wished to submit a memorandum 
that he was prepared to decide the ques- 
tion of the writ. Mr. Marshall said he 
would submit a memorandum and_ the 
court reserved decision. 








Death of Mrs. Julia Breitinger. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 6—The death 
last week of Mrs. Julia Breitinger, who was 
actively interested in the jewelry business 
in this city, has caused much regret. She 
died July 28 after an illness of one week 

Mrs. Breitinger was the principal owner 
of the wholesale and retail jewelry busi- 
ness conducted under the name of Breit- 
inger & Sons, a corporation of which she 
was vice-president. She was also the prin- 
cipal stockholder and a director of the 
American Cuckoo Clock Co., both of which 
concerns were founded about 35 years ago 
by her late husband, Louis Breitinger. Her 
interests in these corporations have now 
passed to her sons, who were connected 
with them for years. There will be no 
change in the management or the conduct 
thereof, 

Deceased is survived by three daughters 
and two sons, F. B. Breitinger, who is the 
secretary and general manager of Breit- 
inger & Sons, and L. A. Breitinger, presi- 
dent of the American Cuckoo Clock Co. 

Besides her business connections, Mrs. 
Breitinger was a member of a number of 
charitable and philanthropic organizations. 
A wide circle of friends attended the fu- 
neral from her late home in Philadelphia.

United States Consul Wm. W. Canada at 
Vera Cruz calls the attention of American 
manufacturers of goods bearing distinctive 
trade-marks, which have attained promi- 
nence and are known by such marks, to the 
necessity of registering same in Mexico. 
It has come to the knowledge of that con- 
sulate that a German firm there, acting as 
agent for an American manufacturing con- 
cern, after having introduced an article at 
the expense of the American manufac- 
turer and made it famous in Mexico, pro- 
ceeded to register the mark in its own 
name, after which the firm had the origi- 
nator of the mark at its mercy in so far as 
Mexican trade was concerned. 

According to the report of Consul Henry 
H. Morgan at Barcelona, Spain, the manu- 
facture of silver and gold mesh bags and 
purses is a long-established industry pe- 
culiar to the Balearic Islands and is cen- 
tered in the islands of Majorca and Mi- 
norca. Up to a few years ago the industry 
was confined to small establishments in the 
country towns, where women were engaged 
in weaving the mesh at wages ranging from 
18 to 27 cents per day, according to the 
quantity of mesh made. Keen competition, 
however, has led to the erection of fac- 
tories, and the industry has been consider- 
ably benefited. Consul Morgan reports that 
formerly the gold and silver wire, as well 
as the mountings, were mostly imported 
from France, but at present the entire proc- 
ess of manufacture is carried on in the 
islands. There are 12 factories of note in 
the islands of Majorca and Minorca, which 
not only supply nearly the entire home de- 
mand, but also export articles to France 
and other European countries, and, to some 
extent, to America, Africa and Asia. The 
annual value of the output, he says, is offi- 
cially estimated at $180,000, of which $108,- 
00 is to be credited to the island of Ma- 
jorca and $72,000 to Minorca. The output 
consists of over 200 different styles, silver 
bags and purses selling at 36 cents to $36 
and the gold articles at 63 to 77 cents per 
gram. Owing to the prosperous state of 
the industry, the manufacture of related ar- 
ticles, such as chains, etc., has been at- 
tempted with good results. (A list of the 
important manufacturers of these articles 
in the Balearic Islands will be loaned to in- 
quirers by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce.) 








Fixtures for the new store of Oscar W. 
Maynard, jeweler and optician, Miami, 
Fla., have arrived and have been placed in 
position. The store is one of the largest 
on the east coast outside of Jacksonville. 
The fixtures are in golden oak and com- 
prise six wall cases and eight show cases, 
beside the screen enclosing the two safes 
and separating the display room from the 
optical department. One of the most at- 
tractive features of the store is a “horse- 
shoe” case in which is displayed the jew- 
elry and watches. This faces the door and 
unites two lines of showcases down the 
middle of the room. At the front of the 
store is the repair department, which is 
well equipped in every particular, as is also 
the optical department at the rear of the 
display room.

fs HE sword, in Japan, was formerly not 
the mark of a warrior, but the privi- 


lege of certain classes. Until a few years 
ago the school boys of some districts re- 
mote from the capital wore swords at 
school, in accordance with the old custom. 
It is a Japanese tradition that the sun 
goddess, mother of the imperial family, 
gave to her descendants, when they becam« 
rulers on earth, a sword, saying, “If ene- 
mies disturb the peace of your land chas 
tise them with this weapon and force them 
into obedience to your laws.” Thus the 
sword is held to be of divine origin and 
man’s greatest treasure, and no other na- 
tion can boast of having carried it for 
2,000 years. It has been the masterpiece of 
the armorer, and those who practise this 
profession are supposed to be descended 
from the one-eyed god, whose work, 500 
years before Christ, was the forging of 
iron, a curious analogy to the one-eyed 
Cyclops, the helper of Vulcan. The names 
of the most famous sword cutters have 
been handed down for 1,500 years and their 
productions are carefully guarded in Japa- 
nese treasure chambers, rarely opened to a 
foreign visitor. An old Japanese law of 
the 16th century declares: “Let everyone 
who has the right to carry a long sword 
remember that it should be as precious to 
him as his life, that he must only part 
with it when he parts with life. He who 
is unmindful of this is to be punished.” 
The most ancient Japanese sword, the 
“Tsurugi,” was straight and two-edged, 
about one yard long, 2% to 3% inches 
broad and very thin, and ended in a short 
point. The “Katana,” a later form, was

of the seventh century B.C., and some 
‘Tsurugi” also; but from this period they 
begin to disappear. They are worn by the 


heroes of the oldest Japanese pictures, 
while the warriors of the historical times 
carry the “Katana,” a weapon whose forni 
has been almost unchanged during 12 cen- 
turies.

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The Japanese have never paid any espe- 


cial attention to the hilts of their swords; 


the blade is with them the principal thing, 
and for sharpness it is surpassed by none 
in the world. The art of making swords 
was at its height in Japan in the 13th and 
l4th centuries. The Mikado who reigned 
from 1284 to 1298, Gotaba-tenno, himself 
learned the act of forging swords. His

made by dividing the blade of the older 
sword in the middle; this was one-edged 
and was slightly bent.

there were yearly assemblies of the most 
famous sword cutters at the capital. This 
was considered the most honorable of all 
trades, and its greatest representatives re- 
ceived high military rank. 

The making of a good sword was often 
the work of months. Besides steel and 
iron, a metal imported from Holland, called 
the “iron of the southern barbarians,’ was 
used. This was indicated on the blade. 
The name of the maker was not given, as 
it was supposed that the real connoisseur 
could tell by the appearance of the sword 
who had made it. The peculiar technique 
consisted in the repeated folding together 
of the metal, so that there was sometimes 
an almost unbelievable number of layers— 
at the first folding two, at the second four, 
the third eight, and at the 50th 32,768. In 
the beginning there were four sheets to- 
gether, which makes in all 131,072 layers. 
This structure makes five lines on the sur- 
face, like the fibers of wood. The edge was 
tempered by heating and cooling, the rest 
of the blade being covered with clay dur- 
ing the process. A Japanese sword will cut 
through a piece of brass five-eighths of an 
inch thick at a blow. 

While the wooden hilt of the sword was 
usually very simple, the guard, or “tsuba,” 
was quite elaborate. The Japanese artists, 
of the last century especially, have done 
wonderful work here with colored metallic 
mixtures and with chasing and _ inlaying. 
The illustration shows some fine examples 
of these guards preserved at the Cologne 
arts and crafts museum. The sword sheath 


was usually made of magnolia wood.

Employes Who jewelers by their em- 
Steal. ployes, while calling 
attention to a danger ever present in our 
trade, and to an’extent hardly preventable, 
at the same time point out clearly and ef- 
fectively the fact that though an employe 
may steal he is practically sure to come 
to grief and ruin his career, even should 
he escape going to jail for a long time. 
For in nearly every instance that we have 
recorded of late where the confidence of 
the jeweler in his employe has been mis- 
placed and stock stolen, not only has the 
thief been unable to dispose of his plunder, 
but the crime has been brought home to 
him by the police and his arrest has fol- 
lowed. In some instances, as, for example, 
two of the robberies in New York, the 
plans of the employes were carefully laid 
and, apparently, every chance of discovery 
eliminated before the theft was committed. 
In every case, however, it took the police 
but a few days to discover the real crim- 
inals and take them into custody, and the 
recovery of the articles stolen followed al- 
most immediately thereafter, in some cases 
even before the arrest was made. In nearly 
every instance of this kind that has hap- 
pened recently the evidence has been so 
overwhelming that a confession from the 
culprit has immediately followed the arrest. 


As was pointed out in an editorial in a 
recent issue, the jeweler can protect him- 
self against the professional thief and 
swindler only by eternal vigilance on the 
part of himself and his clerks. He cannot 
protect himself against robbery by an em- 
ploye except by giving that employe no 
leeway or discretion or any opportunity to 
handle stock unchecked. Such discretion 
which he gives is founded on confidence 
born of experience and knowledge of the 
employe, but the employer may be mistaken 
in his man and such confidence may be be- 
trayed. However, though his protection 
against theft by employes cannot be as 
great as that which he can obtain against 
the operations of thieves and criminals, the 
condition is compensated for by the fact 
that the chances of detection, arrest and 
punishment of a dishonest employe are far 
greater than those of the professional thief 
and swindler, and the recovery of property 
stolen by an employe greater still. The 
professional thief has connections in the 
“underworld” by which he can dispose of 
his loot. Without these connections his 
work would be absolutely useless. Though 
he may steal $100,000 worth of gems, un- 
less he was in the position to sell them 
they would be worth absolutely nothing to 
him whatsoever, and to sell gems and jew- 
elry without exciting suspicion is almost as 
great a problem for the thief to solve as 
that which confronts him in his work of 
getting the booty from the jeweler, 


In few, if any, instances that have come 
to notice has the dishonest employe been 
a professional thief and swindler, with con- 
nections in the “underworld.” In most 
cases he is a man who is weak morally; 
who has succumbed to a sudden temptation 
or acted as the result of what he may have 
thought to be a desperate condition in 
which he was placed. He has not had the 
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experience or the professional ability of the 
criminal that would permit him to commit 
the crime without leaving a trace or let 
him, dispose of his plunder without excit- 
ing’ suspicion; and he cannot get this abil- 
ity and experience in ahy way but through 
a professional criminal career. It is this 
condition-that acts as the greatest protec- 
tion to the members of our industry. 

If this truth were only realized by em- 
ployes who are tempted to go wrong, thefts 
by them would cease entirely. 





ITH the hold- 

ing of the con- 
vention of the Kan- 
sas ogrd Jewelers’ 
Association at Emporia, July 28, and that 
of the Idaho association’ at Weiser, Aug. 
4 and 5, the convention season among the 
State associations has practically drawn 
to a close, although the Maine jewelers 
will attend a semi-annual meeting at 
Augusta in the early part of next month. 
However, this »will~be afte the great con- 
vention of the American ‘National Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, which will be held 
at Chicago on Aug, 25,to 29, to which jew- 
elers in and out of the organization 
throughout the country are looking for- 
ward with great interest. The National 
convention comes as a climax to the sea- 
son of gatherings of this kind, and, ac- 
cording to all information that can be ob- 
tained in advance, its proceedings will be a 
fitting capstone to the work that has been 
going on in the various States from Febru- 
ary to the preséft month. 

Looking over the year, it can safely be 
said that the organization movement has 
taken a new lease on life and the State 
associations have been strengthened ma- 
terially in nearly every section of the coun- 
try. This has been well manifested at the 
annual conventions, not only in the point 
of the numbers who attended, but in the 
quality of the work accomplished and the 
interest in the proceedings by jewelers in 
and out of the organization movement. 
Never, in the history of the trade, have the 
addresses delivered at conventions been 
more able, more instructive and of more 
lasting value to those who heard them, 
than in the season just past. The day of 
using conventions for the purpose of ex- 
ploiting personal grievances has now en- 
tirely passed and the topics recently dis- 
cussed have been of a character to benefit 
the most wide-awake and alert merchants 
that we have in our industry. The papers 
read in most cases have been by men who 
thoroughly understand the subjects treated 
and who were capable of imparting their 
knowledge to others. 

In brief, the whole tenor of our recent 
gatherings has been of a character that 
would attract the highest type of merchant 
and make him feel that his attendance at the 
same produced not only pleasure, but 
profit. As the quality of the proceedings 
has developed, so has the quality of the 
membership of the associations gone up. 
To-day there is no man in our trade so 
big or so able that he cannot feel pride in 
being,a member of anyone of the progres- 
sive associations in the jewelry industry.

Failures During ber of com- 
July. mercialfailures in the 

United States during 

July showed a small increase over the pre- 
ceding month, with that exception there 
were fewer suspensions than in any previ- 
ous month during this year, according to 
statistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co. The 
record compared favorably with the corre 
sponding period of 1912. The manufactur- 
ing lines showed 290 failures last month, 
with liabilities of $7,990,054, as against 302 
failures a year ago, with liabilities of $6,- 
167,222. The trading failures totaled 1,169, 
with liabilities of $20,325,705, as against 
1,230 in 1912, with liabilities of $16,098,460. 
As far as the jewelry and clock trades 
are concerned, both the nu: er and the 
amount involved were less in July than in 
the same month of the previous year. Ac- 
cording to a table of failures by branches 
of business compiled by Dun’s Review, 
there were 24 insolvencies in our industry 
last month, with liabilities of $215,017, as 
against 27 in July, 1912, with liabilities of 


$302,191 ; 22 in July, 1911, with liabilities of 
$204,228: 21 in July, 1910, with liabilities 
of $192,521; 20 in July, 1909, with liabili- 


ties of $95,057.

The first meeting of creditors of Sigmund 
Kohn, bankrupt, 41 Maiden Lane, which 
was to be held at the office of Seaman 
Miller, referee in bankruptcy, last Thurs- 
day, was indefinitely postponed on account 
of the non-appearance of creditors. The 
referee appointed Frank Waldmeyer trus- 
tee under a bond of $25. Mr. Kohn’s at- 
torney stated that he would immediately 
make application for a discharge in bank- 
ruptcy for his client. Mr. Kohn was robbed 
some time ago, when the safe in his place 
of business was broken open and looted. 

A disagreement among the creditors of 
the J. L. Kessner Co., a department store 
at 23d St. and Sixth Ave., was responsible 
last Thursday for the filing of a petition 
in bankruptcy against the concern. It was 
already in the hands of receivers friendly 
to the owners. According to statements 
made in the petition upon which the re- 
ceivers now in possession were appointed, 
the firm controlled assets amounting to 
$1,400,000, while the liabilities amounted to 
only $870,000. Under the receivership, it 
was said, the plan was to pay all creditors 
in full and then turn the concern back to 
the stockholders. It now turns out, after 
four months of activity on the part of the 
receivers originally named, that the best the 
creditors could be offered was a settlement 
on the basis of 30 cents on the dollar. An 
offer to settle at this figure is what caused 
the filing of the involuntary petition. Some 
of the creditors favored accepting the offer, 
while others opposed it. 

The following committee has been ap- 
pointed to represent the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade in connection with the 
watch case legislation: Meyer D. Roth- 
schild, Chas. H. Ingersoll, Henry Blank, 
Ralph S. Hamilton, Albert A. Stearns, 
George E. Fahys and Robert W. Adams. 
A meeting of the committee was held at 
the executive office of the board on Aug. 5, 
1913, at which time various communica- 
tions were read, and an extended debate 
ensued regarding the ethics and practice of 
manufacturers of watch cases and the con- 
sequent effect upon the jewelry trade. After 
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considerable discussion the secretary was 
instructed to communicate with the vari- 
ous manufacturers of gold plated watch 


cases, and invite them to meet this com- 
mittee for the purpose of exchanging views 
and arriving it possible at some amicable 
understanding in connection with a watch 
case bill. Another meeting was to be held 
vesterday afternoon as THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR went to press. 

A bold robbery was committed early last 
Thursday morning, when thieves smashed 
the show window in the Marshall jewelry 
store, 30 E, 23d St. The thieves secured 
hetween $200 and $300 worth of watches 
end gold rings. In the window at the time 
was jewelry valued in all at about $2,000. 
It is supposed that the robbery occurred 
between 3 and 5 a. M. Thursday. The 
street on which the store is located is one 
of the busiest in the shopping district. 
Near the entrance to the store is a plate- 
glass window, which is protected at night 
by a heavy wire screen which stands about 
54 feet in height. The robbers reached 
over the top of this screen and cut a hole 
in the glass, and then reached through and 
seized the jewelry which was on display on 
a shelf. It is believed that the robbery 
was committed during the heavy thunder- 
storm that morning. A policeman was on 
fixed post at Fourth Ave. and 31st St., and 
two others were at 23d St. and Broadway, 
but the robbery was not discovered until a 
private watchman notified E. H. Ash, pro- 
prietor of the Marshall store, that the show 
window had been smashed. It has been 
Mr. Ash’s custom to leave jewelry on dis- 
play in his windows all night. Detectives 
from the E. 22d St. police station, when 
they investigated, found numerous finger- 
prints on the broken window and wood- 
work, and photographs were made of these. 


Hugo Marcus, a watchmaker and jew- 
eler, Frazer Pl. Jersey City, was robbed 
Tuesday of last week of over $500 worth 
of watches, watch materials and jewelry. 
About 3 p. mM. that day Mr. Marcus says 
two men, each about 35 years old, five feet 
eight inches in height, and with dark com- 
plexions, entered his store. One of the men 
hauded him a watch, saying that it needed 
repairing. The jeweler looked it over and 
said that it needed a new case spring. The 
man the repair to be made and 
said he would be back that afternoon. The 
then left the store, but in a 
few minutes returned and asked Mr. Mar- 
cus if he would have a drink, handing the 
watchmaker a glass of whisky. After 
drinking but very little, the jeweler threw 
away the rest, saying that it did not taste 
this time the jeweler became 
suspicious and opened a window facing the 
After the job on the watch had 
heen completed, one of the men asked 
Marcus if he had any gold chains, explain- 
ing that a friend wish to purchase one 
but, owing to his work, could not get away 
at that time. The man told the jeweler 
that if he gave him the chain he was sure 
he could make a sale. The jeweler said he 
had only one chain, and, handing it to one

After several 
minutes of waiting, Marcus ran out of his

Justice Goff in the Supreme Court last 
week signed an order for the examination 
of Joseph S. Fleischer and Tryne S. Flei- 
scher, 2135 and 2137 82d St., Brooklyn, in a 
suit filed by William R. Weber, 38 Charles 
St., Manhattan, against the Fleischer Co. 
It is alleged in the papers submitted to 
Justice Goff that the purpose of the ex- 
amination of the Fleischers is to ascertain 
if they are partners in the Fleischer Co.

$3,174, consisting of rings and jewelry, 
were sold and repairs were made on jew- 
elry to the amount mentioned, and that the 
Fleisher Co. made a general denial of the 
allegations of the complaint, and that the 
claim of Flint, Blood & Co. being assigned 
to Weber on Feb. 4, 1913, by Flint, Blood 
& Co., it is the desire of Weber to learn if 
Joseph S. Fleischer and Tryne Fleischer 
are not partners in reality and operate 
under a “secret” arrangement. The notice 
to appear was served on the Fleischers at 
their Brooklyn home. 

The International Silver Co. filed suit in 
the Supreme Court last week against 
Charles W. Prevost, a judgment debtor, 
who has a store at the southeast corner of 
55th St. and Seventh Ave. The judgment 
was obtained in the Municipal Court 
against Prevost for $23.84, and the sheriff 
returned the execution unsatisfied. The 
complaint, filed by Woodford, Bovee & 
3utcher, 1 Madison Ave., recites that Pre- 
vost has money in the New York Produce 
Exchange Bank, in the Central Park 
branch and also in the Corn Exchange 
Bank. Various persons, states the com- 
plaint, are indebted to Prevost for large 
amounts of money, and on June 9 Prevost 
is alleged to have stated to a lawyer who 
called upon him in behalf of the Inter- 
national Silver Co. to the effect that none 
of his property could be reached, and that 
he would not pay the judgment but that he 
would pay the amount for the goods de- 
livered provided he was again given credit 
by the International Silver Co. The court 
is asked to prevent Prevost from disposing 
of his property. 

Alfonso Gallo, proprietor of a jewelry 
store at 36 Mulberry St., committed suicide 
last Wednesday evening at his place of 
business by shooting himself in the head. 
The cause of Mr. Gallo’s act is believed 
to have been financial worry. Just before 
the recent Italian holidays the jeweler put 
in a large stock of jewelry, expecting a 
greatly increased business, but this did not 
materialize, and at the conclusion of the 
holidays he found himself greatly over- 
stocked. For the past few weeks the 
jeweler had appeared despondent, but it 
was not thought that he contemplated 
suicide. Last Wednesday evening he was 
talking with his nephew, Giovanni, in his 
store, when he made some excuse and went 
in a back room, closing the door behind 
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him. A few moments later his nephew 
heard a shot, and going to the room found 
his uncle dead with a bullet through his 
brain. Mr. Gallo started in business in 
this city several years ago under the style 
of Gallo Bros. This business was con- 
tinued until April, 1913, when the partner- 
ship was dissolved, Alfonso continuing 
alone.

At the hotel he was informed that 
no such person was registered there, and 
it was then that the police were notified 
and an investigation immediately started, 
but as yet no trace of Mr. “Davis” or the 
diamond rings has been found. Mr. Klip- 
per immediately telegraphed Mr. Suderov 
and was instructed to return to New York 
immediately in order that inventory might 
be made of the samples he carried, to de- 
termine exactly what jewelry has been 
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stolen. Mr. Klipper has been traveling 
for various concerns for nearly 40 years 
and has been connected with Mr. Suderov 
since January.

Commercial Law Points. 





That it is no defense to an indictment 
for obtaining money by false pretenses that 
the transaction in which the money was so 
obtained was unlawful is declared in Hor- 
ton vs. State (O.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 
423. 

A statute making it unlawful to sell in- 
toxicating liquor, with or without a license, 
within a prescribed distance of a school is 
held in State vs. Pomeroy (Wash.), 39 
L. R. A. (N. S.), 615, to apply to a physi- 
cian who is a pharmacist prescribing liquor 
for a patient and filling the prescription 
from his stock, which is located within the 
prescribed distance of a school. 

An action in replevin is held in Blunk 
vs. Waugh (Okla.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 
1098, not to be*-maintainable to recover pos- 
session of an interstate shipment of intoxi- 
cating liquors by the consignee, who 
claimed not to be the owner but merely the 
distributing agent for certain people whose 
names were marked on the various parcels 
and to whom he was to deliver same, where 
such transaction would constitute a viola- 
tion of the laws of the State.

Wisconsin jewelers are much interested 
in the fact that Governor McGovern has 
signed the Mahon Minimum. Wage Bill, 
which has now gone into effect. The new 
law does not lay down an arbitrary amount 
which must be paid female and minor é¢m- 
ployes, but provides that a “living wage” 
+e paid, this to be decided in each instance 
by the Wisconsin Industrial Commission, 
which is given full power to administer the 


‘law. The bill in its earlier form provided 
. that all cases arising under the-law should 


be. decided by an arbitration board -made 
up of five members, two to .be appointed 
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by the employer, two by the employe and 
one by the Industrial Commission. The 
latter arrangement seems to meet with the 
approval in most lines of industry.

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Education of the Modern Jeweler.

I HAVE always been told that a little 

“tonic’ properly administered never 
harmed anyone, so here is where I will 
endeavor to prescribe for what I would 
term the “invalid jeweler,” the man whose 
surroundings and environments are such 
that he is not always in touch with the con- 
scientious salesmen upon whom he depends 
to a large extent. 

Now, please don’t misunderstand that 
statement, for I myself honestly believe 
that a large majority of the jewelry sales- 
men on the road to-day are conscientious 
men, competent as salesmen but not alive 
to the fact that they should be more than 
salesmen; their opportunities are greater 
than yours to ascertain new stunts in ar- 
ranging stock and show windows, as well 
as clever advertising, and I claim that any 
salesman who has the interest of his trade 
at heart will always be on the lookout for 
everything that will assist him and you in 
getting more business in an honorable way. 


During the many years that I managed 
a retail jewelry store I always looked for- 
ward to the coming of certain traveling 
men who made my city, for I knew they 
would have something new to tell me about 
how to attract trade to my store. Some 
of these things I am going to try and tell 
you during the few minutes allotted to me. 

First, let me advise every jeweler here 
to always be courteous and pleasant to the 
traveling man who conducts himself in a 
gentlemanly manner; “don’t be a crab” and 
get gruff with him, no matter how bad your 
stomach may be. Smile and look pleasant 
—that is what he has to do every day he 
works; so let “Greek meet Greek,” “smile 
meet smile,” and see if he is not the real 
salesman, full of valuable ideas, that you 
want to have call every time he is near 
your city. Traveling from the Atlantic 
Coast on the east, and including the Rocky 
Mountains on the west, Canada on the 
north and Texas on the south, very few 
travelers have the opportunity of seeing 
and studying jewelry store conditions as 
myself. It has always been my good for- 
tune to have been identified with the jew- 
elry business since a boy of 13 years and, 
best of all, to have had conscientious men 
as my employers, men whose aim in life 
was to give value received in every trans- 
action, not considering price as a prominent 
feature but quality first. These men only 
have I to thank for my success, first, as a 
watch and jewelry repairer; second, as a 
retail merchant of 15 years; third, as a 
salesman behind the counter, and for the 
past four years selling Star watch cases 
the country over. 

This is not a life history that I intend to 
tell you, but a moral pointing to every 
jeweler in the country, whose chief aim 
seems to be at the present time to see how 
cheap he can buy an article of jewelry or 
a watch case, then to see how much he can 
tell his customers about these articles with- 
out knowing anything about them himself. 

Why, I have heard jewelers standing be- 


hind their own showcases telling a prospec- 
tive purchaser that this or that article was 
made of “1/10” or “1/4 gold stock” and 
would wear as good as “solid gold,” when 
that jeweler did not know what was meant 
by “1/10” or “1/4” except that some clever 
salesman had told him so or the card or 
tag was so marked. Now, is not that ridic- 
ulous? It makes me think of how a cer- 
tain jeweler in this country got his time 
to set his watches by. This jeweler’s store 
was about a mile from a United States 
fort, where each day at 12 o’clock a gun 
was fired, and he, watching closely, would 
set his clock by the gun. One day the 
gunner at the fort asked the jeweler how 
it was possible for him to have the correct 
time, as he did not see any Western Union 
clock or wireless receiving station near 
the store. The jeweler told him how he 
did it, and the gunner in turn said: “Why, 
we set our watches by your clock.” That 
is the reason, gentlemen, why so many of 
the merchant jewelers are to-day ignorant 
of the merchandise they are selling; they 
have failed to educate themselves along 
the lines essential to the success of the 
present-day jeweler. 

There are very few exceptions to this 
grave fault among the jewelers of to-day, 
but I sincerely trust that those of you who 
are interested in putting our once great 
and noble trade back at the topmost rung 
of the commercial ladder will go forth 
from this convention firmly resolved that 
you never again will sell a piece of plated 
or filled jewelry or a watch case without 
positively knowing that each and every 
statement you make in regards to same is 
the absolute truth. 

Now, you are wondering how you are 
going to learn all this. Well, I will venture 
to say that there is not a representative of 
a trade journal here to-day whose editor 
would not grasp the opportunity of running 
a series of articles such as would enlighten 
you on this subject. 

Talk about a pure-food law! What we 
need is a “pure-jewelry” law. And I un- 
derstand that through the efforts of your 
association Wisconsin now has a fraudulent 
advertising law. 

After a thorough knowledge is gained of 
the merchandise you sell, then you should 
know how to keep and display it. Jewelry, 
as an article of adornment, should always 
be scrupulously clean and displayed on 
pure white cards, every card in a tray of 
the same size, and, last, but not least, take 
a few moments every morning, if you can- 
not employ a clerk, and see that these are 
kept in their proper places, your ring tags 
covered up and the finger marks wiped off 
vour watch cases and silverware. Every 
little thing helps to attract people to your 
store, no matter how small the store or 
stock might be. 

Now, the most important part of your 
whole store, the part that talks every min- 
ute of the day—yes, even while you sleep; 
the ever-faithful guardian who is always

shouting for you—your window—that part 
so wofully neglected by so many jewelers. 
In my estimation no salesman ever lived 
who could impress so many people as your 
show window, and yet you allow this great 
asset of your business to become be- 
grimed with dirt, both inside and out. 
Why? Is it because you don’t care, or be- 
cause you do not appreciate the possibili- 
ties those windows of yours have for in- 
stilling into the minds of passers-by that 
jewelry, silver and watches are now, and 
always have been, the most longed-for ar- 
ticles of adornment ever manufactured? 

Keep those windows clean at all times; 
keep their contents neatly displayed, and 
by all means keep plenty of light well above 
the eye line. Light to-day is the cheapest 
and most attractive asset your store affords, 
so do not be stingy when it comes te light. 
Every passer-by will comment on a well- 
lighted store, but will pass a poorly-lighted 
one without even a thought of what it is. 

I wish that every visiting jeweler would 
walk down Grand Ave. to-night, window- 
shopping, as they call it; see how well 
lighted the representative stores of Mil- 
waukee keep their windows, showing in 
every detail merchandise so placed as to 
attract every one of you; then to-morrow 
go into those stores and see how they have 
arranged their wares. It will be time well 
invested, and I venture to say that every 
local jeweler so visited will extend to you 
a hand of welcome. 

Milwaukee to-day, in my estimation, has 
more up-to-date, well-appointed jewelry 
stores, where cleanliness and general ar- 
rangement of stock is the predominating 
feature, than any other city of its size in 
the country, and you don’t have to look on 
Grand Ave. for them all. They are dis- 
tributed over the entire city, stores, al- 
though smaller, every bit as clean and well 
kept as the Grand Ave. stores. 

Wisconsin is being held up as an example 
before all the States where jewelers’ asso- 
ciations are being promoted as the ideal as- 
sociation of the country, and you are all 
proud, or ought to be, of the men who 
have put their shoulders to the wheel in the 
years gone by and raised you jewelers of 
Wisconsin to the exalted position of leaders 
in association work. 

Now, then, in the year to come let every 
man of you so improve the general educa- 
tion of himself along the lines previously 
spoken of that when we meet again another 
year, God willing, you will be able to pro- 
claim to the world another victory, one that 
you alone as individuals can and will ac- 
complish if you go home from this conven- 
tion thoroughly imbued with the idea in 
your mind that Wisconsin has the best jew- 
elers’ association, the best association offi- 
cers, the best jewelry stores, managed by 
the best-educated lot of men in the jewelry 
business in the United States. I thank you.

—— is money in side lines. Many 
jewelers have found this out. Many 
are beginning to realize the fact. Prob- 
ably the majority have not yet come to see 
the advantages of filling out regular lines 
with novelties which not only pay a hand- 
seme profit in most cases but help business 
in seasons when regular stock is moving 
slowly. 

Often these side line specialties can be 
used effectively for window display anda 
will bring in customers when the usual 
displays of silverware, cut glass and clocks 
would not even draw a momentary glance, 
let alone creating interest or desire to buy. 

But side lines must be selected with 
more than ordinary care. The jeweler 
must stock only such goods as “fit in” with 
the jewelry business. He must avoid that 
which is malapropos. For example, it 
would be incongruous for a jeweler to 
handle hardware or house paint. 

To be appropriate to the jewelry busi- 
ness side lines should have first, novelty; 
second, a good margin of profit, and third, 
high quality. If in addition they are well- 
advertised articles, so much the better. 

What are some side lines that commend 
themselves to the jewelry trade? One of 
the best adapted novelties that has lately 
appeared is a card index collection of cook- 
ing recipes. The collection consists of 250 
tested recipes by a famous cook, each 
printed on a 83 x 5-inch card and enclosed 
in a handsome cabinet of birch wood meas- 
uring 4% inches high, 5% wide and 4 deep. 

It has a hinged lid and is in every par- 
ticular like the desk card index business 
men use. Each card is alphabetically in- 
dexed so that the housewife can find al- 
most instantly any recipe she wants, can 
remove it and lay the card flat on the 
kitchen table while preparing the recipe, 
thus doing away with the cumbersome and 
unhandy cook book. These cabinets sell 
for $2 and can be purchased to net the 
jeweler 100 per cent. or over. They have 
proved of unusual interest to women and 
are said to be splendid sellers for wed- 
ding, shower, anniversary and birthday 
gifts. 

Parchment novelties are another good 
side line especially interesting to women. 


A paper manufacturer has perfected a 
process of finishing paper which toughens 
it and renders it waterproof. From this 
specially prepared paper he makes a line 
of household helps which includes pie and 
cake tin liners, ice blankets (advertised as 
cutting 25 to 50 per cent. from the ice bill) 
and waterproof pads for the baby’s crib. 

These useful parchment specialties not 
only offer a wide margin of profit, but the 
manufacturer would no doubt, if requested, 
print the jeweler’s advertisement on them 
without charge and in this way make of 
each article a constant reminder of the 
jeweler wherever it was used. Thus the 
parchment line could be made to serve the 
two-fold purpose of an effective advertising 
medium and a good money-maker. 

Especially at this season of the year 
when everyone travels, traveling requisites 
make an excellent side line for the jew- 
eler. A novelty of this kind recently seen 
is a leatherette cylinder with screw top, into 
which fits a combination clothes brush, hair 
brush and comb. 

Another traveler’s aid is a small alumi- 
num heater, circular in form and with wire 
arms which unfold to make a rest for pan, 
cup or whatever receptacle is used for the 
heating. This heater is filled with enough 
alcohol-saturated lava to last three hours. 
A nicely packed carton of the lava is fur- 
nished with each heater. 

One jeweler put in a line of high grade 
toilet preparations as a side line. He ar- 
gued that 75 per cent. of those coming into 
his store were women and thought he might 
as well have their toilet article trade as 
anyone. He found that a majority of the 
lines on the market are made from inferior 
ingredients to sell at a low price. They 
are also very unattractively put up. He be- 
lieved that women would buy better goods 
and appreciate a more artistic package. He 
made a thorough search for a line that 
would fulfil these requirements, and found 
a manufacturer who was just about to put 
on the market a very high grade line. 

The jeweler made a number of sug- 
gestions as to the manner of packing and 
offered to stock the goods if the manufac- 
turer would spend 25 per cent. of the first 
year’s orders in advertising the prepara- 


tions to his trade. The advertising con- 
sisted of descriptive folders which the jew- 
eler enclosed with other advertising matter 
and with his monthly statements. 

Another jeweler, figuring that jewelers as 
a class do not pay enough attention to men 
and their needs, put in a men’s department 
where, in addition to the jewelry men regu- 
larly use, he sold a well-known safety razor, 
an exceptionally fine strop, an assortment of 
mugs, brushes and other shaving requisites 
of a kind which the ordinary store does not 
carry. 

He finds that many of his women cus- 
tomers, in search of gifts for men, are de- 
lighted to find these distinctive articles for 
imen, and they will make purchases when 
nothing in the regular stock appeals to 
them. In time he expects to add a number 
of sporting requisites. 

Jewelers might take advantage of the 
rage for oil mops by adding to their line 
of silver polish an oil for use on mops and 
even the mops themselves. 

Many of the oils so extensively advertised 
are said to consist simply of crude oil with 
vinegar or turpentine to cut the grease. 

Various formulas for making these oils 
are on sale and may be purchased for as 
little as $1. By getting the formula any 
jeweler could prepare his own cleaning oil 
or have it put up for him under his own 
label at small cost. 

Greeting cards are old stand-bys in the 
side line field. In places of historic or 
scenic interest photo postcards sell well to 
tourists and visitors. 

Fancy baskets, pottery and pictures are 
other side lines suited to the jewelry trade. 

The primary advantages of the side line 
are that it tends to make business during 
dull periods, that it brings people into the 
store who might not otherwise be attracted, 
and finally that it may: cause the indifferent 
shopper who came to look to remain to buy. 

While the return on the side line invest- 
ment is large—or should be if the line is 
well selected—there is danger in adding 
many. It is better to confine the number 
to not more than three different kinds or 
goods, for the jewelry business is after all 
the jeweler’s “long suit” and “safest bet.” 
Intensive cultivation of it repays the culti- 
vator far better than superficial dabbling 
in many propositions. With too many irons 
in the fire either the fire goes out or the 
irons never get a chance to be useful.

automobile route between San Diego and 
the Atlantic Coast, and very recently an 
excellent road, with surface generally as 
smooth as a city pavement, has been built 
by San Diego County to the Imperial Coun- 
ty line, and a steadily and rapidly increas- 
ing number of automobiles are passing this 
way en route to and from San Diego and 
the rich Imperial Valley.

The letter reproduced herewith from F. 
Pieper, Covington, Ky., will probably in- 
terest other jewelers, inasmuch as it de- 
scribes a method adopted by him and others 
to stimulate business. The coupons men- 
tioned are 256x1% inches. The text on 
the face of the ticket reads as follows: 


cash or merchandise at any of the stores 
on the back of the ticket, at 2% per cent. 
of its face value. We cash $40 worth of 
these checks for $1—never less. We offer 
cash to go the merchants of Cincinnati 
one better, as they give merchandise only. 
It is a hard fight to keep business on this 
side, as we are only 10 minutes’ ride from 
the heart of Cincinnati. Checks are given 
if accounts are paid on or before the 10th 
of the month following date of sale. 

We have a meeting once a month and 
talk matters over, and if anything impor- 
tant comes up the secretary calls a special 
meeting. When a person accumulates a 
bunch of tickets from the different mer- 
chants he takes them back to these mer- 
chants and gets the cash for them, and 
these same tickets can be used again. We 
have no overhead expense at all, as the 
merchants do all the work, which is very 
little. We meet at the Business Men’s 
Club, and pay no rent. The cost to each 
is not more than 2 per cent., as some of 
the tickets get lost. 

We are getting up a new-ticket, which 
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cannot be duplicated. Each merchant buys 
as many tickets as he thinks he can use, 
and only pays the actual cost of printing. 
When other companies issue such tickets 
as these the cost is usually 3 per cent. on 
all the tickets you get, and in that way 
you pay for all the tickets that are lost. 
On our tickets we save that, and pay only 
for tickets that are redeemed, which cuts 
the percentage. We have tie best firm in 
each line in the city in the company. 

The ticket sent you is one of the first 
printed. We now have 19 merchants.

On the occasion of the celebration of the 
50th anniversary of East Orange, N. J., E. 
W. Price, an enterprising jeweler of that 
place, resorted to some clever advertis- 
ing. Mr. Price in the local street parade 
had a float advertising well-known watches 
and nationally advertised stock. A fea- 
ture of the float was a large rooster, sur- 
mounted by a sign bearing the inscription, 
“The Farmer’s Alarm Clock.” In the rear 
of the float was a large alarm clock of 
well-known make, with a sign over it read- 
ing, “The East Orange People’s Choice.” 
The store was neatly decorated. The loca- 
tion, by the way, is the oldest in East 
Orange, the building having been construct- 
ed 173 years ago. During the celebration 
Mr. Price’s windows were decorated with 
artistically draped American flags.

Trade associations are the greatest busi- 
ness boosters known when properly con- 
duct-d. Every man who wants to progress 
should be a member of one. The dealer 
who is inclined to be careless in his book- 
keeping, advertising or storekeeping meth- 
ods will from the very discussions which 
he lears be prompted to change his 
methods. A thousand and one selling sug- 
gestions will be heard ad the spirit of co- 
operation will become contagious and each 
will vie with the other in an attempt to 
give profitable suggestions and in submit- 
ting plans for the increase of business and 
for the meeting of unfair competition, etc.

A well-known jeweler has a system of 
keeping track of watches brought in to be 
repaired which never fails in its accuracy. 
The usual data is taken including the own 


er’s name and address, make and number of: 


watch, date when brought in and date whew 
repairs were completed, etc. In one book. 
in which he keeps his record he simply putp. 
a check mark over the name of the watch 
owner when the watch has been repaired, 
and put in his safe. When there is no 
check mark he knows that this watch is 
still in his watch repairing department in 
the hands of his repairer. He has only one 
watch repairer at the present time and this 
man does nothing but repair watches so 
that the placing of responsibility is an easy 
matter. A glance at the book indicates at 
once whether the watch is repaired, that 
is, in the safe ready for delivery, or still 
in the hands of the watch repairer.

OOK at your advertising. Are you 
doing your share? Do you begrudge 
tle money you are paying for it? If you 
do, you may make up your mind that you 
are not doing it right, that you are not 
receiving the benefit you should and could 
from it. Perhaps you have been half- 
hearted in this part of your business. If 
you have, get out of the rut and do some 
real advertising. Don’t let the other fel- 
low have all the benefits that are to be got 
out of using your local paper. Use a few 
mailing cards, a few circulars, a few book- 
lets—anything to get things a-going. 

Your windows are likely to be your 
cheapest advertising medium and your best 
selling medium, according to the cost. 
Don’t fail to buy proper fixtures and to 
secure a good lighting of the window. 
Don’t turn off the light in the evening, 
when the people are out walking and look- 
ing around. Many sales have been made 
from night-lighted windows long after the 
store is closed. Try it for a short time and 
find out for yourself. 

Are your clerks efficient? If they are 
not, is it your fault? Do you provide them 
with the means of learning all about the 
goods you handle? Do you not think it 
worth a few dollars to educate the staff? 
Why not subscribe for a course in sales- 
manship in some accredited correspondence 
school and study the lessons with the 
clerks? Perhaps you can learn something 
you have overlooked in salesmanship. If 
you will do this one season, and find it at 
all profitable, you could take up a course in 
window trimming the next. This is offered 
merely as a suggestion; it might be ot 
more value than we think. 

Is your store policy right? Do you give 
a liberal satisfaction to your customers? 
Do you allow exchanges even after the 
goods have been used but not damaged? 
Do you refund money freely, willingly, 
when you cannot satisfy your customer? 
These things you should do. “Do unto 
others that which you would have them do 
unto you.” You want your customers to 
be liberal with you; you be liberal with 
them. 

In conclusion, let me urge that you look 
over your system for taking care of the 
cash. Do not allow your lack of system 
to corrupt the morals of your clerks. 

HOW TO CREATE REGULAR PATRONS FOR THE 
STORE. 

There are many ways in which custo- 
mers may be brought into the store. There 
is really only one way in which the chance 
customers can be made regular patrons, 
and that is by giving store service, which 
includes value in merchandise as well as 
willing service. The customers must be 
satisfied or there will be no second sales. 
Very few stores are so situated that they 
can exist on first sales, or transient trade. 


Regular patrons are the backbone of the 
retail system of doing business. 

It is a hard thing to estimate the value 
of a customer. One customer that has be- 
come dissatisfied may do more injury to 
the store than a dozen satisfied ones can 
overcome by continual boosting. We are 
apt to think little of the unpleasant things 
that occur during a day’s business—to ban- 
ish them as quickly as possible from our 
minds. But if we knew how far the bale- 
ful influence of that last unpleasant word, 
or act, would travel, we might be more 
careful in the future. 

A customer should be satisfied at all 
hazards. He must first of all buy goods 
that satisfy in every way. The style and 
pattern must be satisfactory and pleasing. 
This is not always the case, by any means, 
for many a customer goes away with a pur- 
chase that has been made under protest. 
These customers are not hard to please and 
accept the “next best” thing when they can- 
not secure what they want. If the jeweler 
has made the sale in the proper manner, 
even an article sold in this way may be 
satisfactory. But a “forced” sale is usually 
the biggest boomerang a merchant or clerk 
can send out. The “come back” effects are 
mighty and the loss great. 

The article sold must give satisfactory 
service. Sometimes a reasonable service 
is sufficient. Some customers are unrea- 
sonable and demand more than they should. 
But even this class should be satisfied. 

All goods should be sold under a guar- 
antee of satisfactory service, “your money 
back if you want it” plan. All claims for 
defective materials or workmanship should 
ke made good and the claims satisfied in a 
liberal manner. “A satisfied customer is a 
store’s best advertisement.” 

The store should contain all the neces- 
sary modern conveniences. Mirrors should 
abound. Seats should be provided for the 
weary, Delivery of goods should be prompt. 
Repairs should be promptly executed. Pure 
drinking water should be provided for the 
thirsty. Cleanliness and cheerfulness should 
be evident all over the store. The comfort 
and the safety of the customer while in the 
store must be secured in every possible 
manner, 

The contact and intercourse with the 
clerks should be just as satisfactory. A 
man may forgive a merchant for not stock- 
ing the particular article he is looking for, 
but he will not stand incivility and dis- 
courteous treatment from the store’s 
clerks. He will overlook the absence of 
conveniences that he is accustomed to in 
his own store, or office, but poor and un- 
satisfactory service cannot be forgotten. 

How often we hear a friend say: “I don’t 
like to deal at ’s because the clerks 
are so condescending,” or, “I don’t like 
that clerk to wait on me, because she acts 
so snippy if I don’t take the first thing she 
shows me.” We all have faults, but the 
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worst of all faults is to let our feelings in- 
trude themselves on others and cause them 
inconvenience. For this reason, if for no 
other, the salesman should strive to serve 
his customers agreeably. A pleasant man- 
ner and a willing spirit makes many sales. 
Most customers perceive an earnest en- 
deavor to serve and show their appreciation 
by buying something. 

The salesman who strives to be courteous, 
attentive and accurate will win many custo- 
mers for the store and will, of course, re- 
ceive a proportionate reward in an ade- 
quate advance in salary. 

The merchant is the one who suffers if 
the clerk is not what he should be, if he 
does not “hit it off’ with the store’s cus- 
tomers. It is partly his fault, anyway, 
that his clerks are unmannerly, lackadaisi- 
cal, indifferent, impertinent and inattentive. 
Perhaps the merchant does not try hard 
enough to secure the right kind of help. 
Perhaps he sets them a bad example him- 
self. Perhaps he does nothing to help them 
to learn proper methods. Many merchants 
hire the cheapest kind of help, and then 
stand around and grumble because they do 
not make good sales and treat the trade 
right. Then again, some clerks are al- 
ways striving to please but never seem to 
do so. The clerk tries to do right and to 
improve, but he is almost distracted by the 
merchant’s continual fault-finding. 

The merchant and the clerk should be 
free to consult each other on all matters 
of store service. The merchant should be 
glad to learn from the clerk and the clerk 
should look to the merchant for sensible 
advice and counsel. A little more co-op- 
eration in our retail stores and less grum- 
bling on all hands will prove a benefit to 
most stores. 

It depends so much upon the clerk 
whether the store makes new patrons or 
not that a few hints to him (or her) might 
not be amiss. 

The clerk should be prompt to greet and 
serve the customer as soon as he enters the 
store. An attentive manner accompanied 
by a willingness to serve faithfully cannot 
help but make a good impression, even on 
the “confirmed grouch,” who of all people 
is the hardest to serve. 

If a customer is allowed to enter the 
store helplessly, not knowing whether 
jto turn to right or left, while a little co- 
terie of clerks stand in the middle distance, 
laughing and gossiping, cleaning their fin- 
ger nails, reading the morning paper, or 
what not, the customer becomes imbued 
with the idea that he is unwelcome, is dis- 
turbing a peaceful congference. His first 
idea is to turn and flee, and by the time the 
clerks decide to serve him he is not in a 
very receptive mood. This, while an un- 
intentional neglect, is aggravating to a cus- 
tomer. It is the same when a customer is 
waiting to be served while a clerk deliber- 
ately proceeds to put goods away, or to 
continue looking after stock.

Financing a Jeweler’s Business. 
| HAD an illuminating talk, some time ago, 

with the manager of one of the great 
Commercial Agencies, in the course of 
which he said, “The retail jeweler, as a 
class, is pretty far down in the scale of 
mercantile ability. Of course, there are 
brilliant exceptions, and about 38 in the 
hundred will rank with the average mer- 
chant in the 19 leading lines of retail 
trade; but at least half the jewelry trade 
ranks below the average in other lines, es- 
pecially in financial skill.” 

If this generalization is correct, “there’s 
a reason”—in the words of the Postum 
advertisement. Rather, there are two 
reasons: 

1. A large proportion of the jewelers in 
the smaller towns are watchmakers as well 
as merchants; and with many of these the 
ideals of the skilled workman crowd out 
the ideals of the business man. He feels 
it an interruption to his work to have to 
rise from his bench, lay down his eyeglass 
and show a slow buyer an assortment of 
plated pins. He is more interested in find- 
ing the trouble in the escapement than in 
making reputation as a merchant; hence 
his mercantile ability does not improve 
with his watchmaking skill. 

2. The manufacturer and jobber are 
largely responsible for the jeweler’s short- 
comings as a financier, because, primarily, 
of the long credits given him. Short cred- 
its make sharp wits; “four months” leads 
to careless consideration of ways and 
means. 

The valuable counsel of Mr. Farrington 
and Mr. Edgar, in their series of articles 
on “Storekeeping” in this journal, is leav- 
ening the lump of retail jewelry merchan- 
dising and doing much to lift jewelers’ 
salesmanship to a higher plane. It seems 
to me quite important, also, that the jew- 
eler should improve on current practices 
in the financing of his business; for his 
net gains are largely concerned therein. 
He may buy intelligently, sell advantage- 
ously, advertise capably both in print and 
by window display, and follow all the best 
methods in store service, all of which 
make for his continuous progress in the 
goodwill of his public and so count for 
present profit and increasing gains, year 
by year. But weak financing of his busi- 
ness will subtract from his possible profits 
and delay his success. The matter is well 
worth serious consideration. 

In the issue of June 4, I discussed the 
Cash Discount and showed how largely it 
entered into the question of profits. I 
refer to this phase of the financing of the 
business now to ask a. re-reading of that 
article, in connection with what follows: 
it is a very important item in the financing 
proposition. 

The elements in financing a business are 
three; the capital in cash, the capital in 


credit, and brains. We will assume that 
the cash capital is a fixed quantity, which 
can be increased only out of earnings. But 
the credit capital is a sum, in proportion 
to the cash capital, which depends upon 
the man himself—the conviction of cred- 
itors in his integrity and the confidence of 
creditors in his success (from impressions 
formed by his good habits, intelligent 
salesmanship, correct business methods 
and general capacity). And as the vol- 
ume and consequent profits of the busi- 
ness depend upon the amount of capital 
employed, it follows that the amount and 
character of credit available to him is of 
vital importance to the ambitious jeweler. 
What does he do to foster this credit? 

In the first place, what is his answer to 
the inquiry sent him by the commercial 
agency—Bradstreet, or Dun, or the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade? 

If he is ignorant of the importance to 
himself of making a full, prompt and exact 
report he probably throws the blank form 
into the waste-basket, with an indignant 
snort, He says, “I sha’n’t answer such an 
impertinent inquiry. It is no one’s busi- 
ness, except that of my personal credit- 
ors, as to how much borrowed money is 
in my business, how it is secured, and all 
that.” And right there is where the mer- 
chant makes a great blunder. 

The commercial agency is simply the 
credit exchange of the mercantile world— 
the clearing-house of information con- 
cerning the financial resources and credit- 
worth of each one of the individuals, firms 
and corporations engaged in trade. In its 
operations it is purely mechanical; there is 
no mere curiosity behind its inquiries, no 
mischievous purpose which might be hurt- 
ful to any man who answered the ques- 
tions in frank good faith. On the strength 
of the jeweler’s own statement, checked 
by the reports concerning him that have 
been received from other sources, a “credit 
rating” is given him; and this rating is 
published, with that of hundreds of thou- 
sands of ratings of other business men, in 
a bulky volume that is sold to a vast num- 
ber of subscribers manufacturers, whole- 
salers and others, for $100 yearly. Its value 
is in the accuracy of its ratings, in the 
time-saving and doubtful results of per- 
sonal inquiries, and the constant receipt of 
news of the changes in financial standings 
or credit responsibility. 

The advantage to the merchant in mak- 
ing a perfectly candid reply on the inquiry- 
blank of the commercial agency is that he 
thus gives an authoritative statement of 
his financial condition; creditors, present 
and prospective, are not required to rely 
on hearsay or guess. When he refuses 
to make a personal statement it suggests 
that he has something to conceal, and his 
rating is influenced by the fact of refusal. 
He cannot prevent being rated, though he 
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refuse to give information; for in that 
case he is made a subject of inquiry by 
the commercial agency in his own town, 
as well as among the wholesalers and 
others in his line of trade. The chances 
invariably run against the merchant get- 
ting as good a report of himself from his 
neighbors as the facts would justify in an 
honest statement made over his own name. 
He should appreciate his opportunity as a 
privilege, instead of resenting the inquiry 
aS an impertinence; for it is not true that 
his present creditors alone are interested in 
his standing. A dozen other houses may 
want to do business with him; and it is 
these that most eagerly look up the ratings 
and send in requests to the agency for spe- 
cial reports. 

But make a true statement of your finan- 
cial condition; for nothing is so instantly 
damning to your credit as the suspicion, 
or the knowledge that you have exagger- 
ated the favorable facts and minimized or 
concealed the adverse facts. It condemns 
your whole statement and discredits you 
at once. The real facts can be pretty ac- 
curately ascertained—the sources of the 
agency’s information are undreamt of by 
the average merchant. 

Stick a pin right there, at “true state- 
ment”; for it is quite possible you do not 
yourself know just how you stand finan- 
cially. Many good merchants are self- 
deceived, in looking over their assets and 
financing their affairs. What is a “true” 
statement of your condition? I shall take 
up this important point in the next issue; 
then will discuss note-giving, charging and 
collecting, emergency loans, etc.

SHEFFIELD PLATE (continued). 

Proportions for rolling plates were: For 
deep cutting (no shields) 24 ounces silver 
to 8 pounds copper. Regular trade de- 
posit was 8 to 10 ounces silver to 8 pounds 
base metal for coating both sides. Old 
Sheffield Plate silver deposit was of the 
standard 925 alloyed silver, 

With the desire to engrave on the plated 
ware the necessity of thickening the silver 
plate was necessitated. And the demand 
grew for silverware having deeply en- 
graved crests and coats-of-arms. In order 
to permit this deep engraving, fine silver 
“shields” were “rubbed in.” A piece of 
pure silver was pressed into the part of 
the plate to be engraved. This was done 
by heating in a blowpipe flame and ham- 
mering, then rubbing in by hand pressure 
with a double-handed burnisher. The 
“rubbed-in” silver shields were introduced 
between 1810 and 1815. Before this method 
was introduced, crests and coats-of-arms, 
etc., had to be chased, or later they were 
engraved with a side stroke, the engraving 
tool being deflected sideways. The first en- 
graved shields (about 1789) were soldered 
in. A piece was cut out of the plated ware

and a piece more heavily plated was fitted 
in and soldered (a difficult process). A 
waved line, lightly engraved, hid the sol- 
dered edges from view. But these rubbed- 
in shields were added to the plate before 


the shaping up of the blank. Strange to 
say, most of the extant Old Sheffield pieces 
have a crest or coat-of-arms engraved on 
them. 

A process known as “close-plating” has 
a somewhat similar effect to that of old 
Sheffield Plate. It consists of the solder- 
ing of a layer of fine silver on to a baser 
metal. Its origin is too far back to be 
traceable. It differs from old Sheffield 
Plate in that, while the latter is rolled and 
fused, close-plating is done by Soldering. 
See close-plating for the process. Thomas 
Oldham, of Nottingham, still makes (and 
has for 50 years) measures and tankards 
of fused silver plate. His predecessor was 
Henry Askew, who started in business 
(1828) in Nottingham. The mounts are 
of silver fused to German silver, not cop- 
per. Oldham says that there never was 
any other manufacturer at Nottingham. 


“French plating” also was a system of 
plating base metal with precious metal. 
The process was, perhaps, tedious, but sim- 
ple. The operator heated silver foil, placed 
it where needed and burnished it down 
with great pressure so that it adhered to 
the metal to be coated or plated; while 
burnishing a leaf another leaf was being 
heated, which was placed over the first leaf 
or foil, and the same burnishing process 
forced its adhesion. This process was con- 
tinued till the necessary thickness of the 
precious metal obtained, up to about a limit 
of 50 thicknesses of foil. As an actual 
plating process in the manufacture of ware 
French plating is too unreliable and not 
sufficiently durable. It was used only for 
patching or repairing. In cases of defects 
it was much used by the makers of old 
Sheffield Plate. (Bradbury.) 

Double plating (plating both sides) com- 
menced between 1763 and 1770, and the 
general belief that it was much later, Brad- 
bury says, is proven fallacious. The 
method was not much in use first because 
the construction of the early furnaces made 
the process risky. Piercing of Sheffield 
Plate was rarely done till about 1765. The 
silver edging or border was first made sil- 
ver on both sides by using two counter- 
parts back to back and solder-tinning the 
edges (1755 to 1785). Cadman invented 
then the method of soldering on to the 
edges to be covered, a silver strip shaped 


to fit. Repoussé work was usual in deco- 
ration till about 1789, when flat-chasing 
became quite common. Bradbury says “the 
heavily mounted entirely flat chased large 
trays and salvers made between the years 
1815 and 1830 are articles perhaps more 
sought after than any others in Old Plate. 
Fine specimens in perfect condition bring

large sums of money. No collection is 
complete without one or two of the va- 
rieties.” By 1820 the ornate borders at- 
tained excessive proportions, heavy scroll- 
work and bold designs prevailing. 

In old Sheffield Plate history there is 
what is known as the “transition” period. 
The transition of copper to German silver 
as a base was from 1830 to 1840. From 
about 1845 German silver was used (in an 
alloy of improved color) almost exclu- 
sively in Sheffield Plate. The first applica- 
tion of electro-deposition of silver by the 
Sheffield Plate firms was in casting tea- 
urn taps, handles, feet for waiters, etc., in 
German silver, then electroplating them be- 
fore adding to their Sheffield Plate pieces. 
This process avoided the most tiresome 
work of the old Sheffield Plate artisan. 
Sheffield Plate tea-urn taps soon leaked 
and early got loose at the soldered joint. 
Hence so many old Sheffield Plate urns 
have these electro taps. The electric proc- 
ess at that time was, however, eating into

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the old Sheffield Plate industry, and by 
1855 it had disappeared. 

In the old process the industry only ex- 
ists for carriage lamps (this also is dying 
out), carriage beading, uniform buttons. 

No Sheffield Plate was made in quantity 
(in a factory) outside of Sheffield except 
in Birmingham, so far as England is con- 
cerned. 

“Until early in the XIX century sugar 
basins in old Sheffield Plate were not made 
in conjunction with the cream jugs and the 
pots as ‘services.’” The “sugar bason and 
cream bason” were often made later to 
match, “Old Sheffield Plate castors for 
sugar are very scarce in large sizes.” Com- 
munion services in Sheffield Plate were a 
specialty of Robert Gainsford (he was a 
Roman Catholic), who registered the ele- 
phant’s head mark in 1808. His catalogue 
gives: Altar candlesticks, communion cups, 
patens, pix boxes, ciboriums, incense 
burners, altar cruets, etc. A few other 
makers illustrate communion pieces. 

Teapots are among the most common ar- 
ticles to be found to-day in old Sheffield 
Plate, but very scarce indeed are the com- 
plete services. “All-metal handles are not 
often found on teapots made singly, where- 
as they usually occur on the coffee pots and 
teapots forming part of complete services.” 

Only fairly well-preserved pieces are in 
demand. Pieces in bad condition are 
worthless, from whatever period. Earlier 
period pieces (in good condition) sell at 
highest prices. Heavily mounted, florid 
style, well made are highly popular. Pieces 
are very rarely found where the edges are 
not worn to the copper base. 

Frederick Bradbury, a Sheffield electro- 
plate manufacturer and leading authority 
on Old Sheffield, says the dies of the old 
Plate factories are still in Sheffield, the 
mills still roll out the sheets of fused silver

and copper, there are workmen, too, who 
can undertake the difficult processes of sol- 
dering on silver mounts, rubbing-in silver 
shields, applying silver edges. The possi- 
bilities are there and some spurious pieces 
are found at times—pieces that are not 
electroplated. 


Bradbury’s tests for “Old Sheff.” are as 
follows: To tell electro from Old Shef- 
field Plate is not easy at times. A few 
facts may aid. Electro silver is pure sil- 
ver. Sheffield Plate was a silver alloy. 
Pure silver is always white; standard sil- 
ver in “Old Sheff. has a distinct blueish 
cast on account of the alloy.” As to “re- 
productions,” Bradbury says: “Avoid ar- 
ticles of either medium or large size that 
have no indication of a silver shield for 
engraving, unless sufficiently expert in pe- 
riods and workmanship to identify them as 
being made previous to the year 1789. Also 
avoid articles the mounts and borders of 
which are made of copper and are adapted 
from designs of the period when silver 
mounting was in vogue. Beware of a dull- 
looking charcoal-like appearance on their 
undersides.” Avoid all ill-shapen pieces, 
pieces containing faulty execution of 
mounts or borders. One class of repro- 
ductions is made in Sheffield strictly out 
of fused plate with silver shields and 
mounts and threaded borders. The cost 
of manufacture is so high they have to sell 
at the same price nearly as the old ware. 
They lack the mellowness of the latter— 
the best test. Reproductions are made in 
Birmingham from dies that were used from 
1820 to 1830—the decadent stage. Mounts 
are usually of the “florid” or “semi-florid” 
style and are too grotesque—large trays, 
candlesticks and candelabra especially be- 
long to these. Ill-defined details in mounts 
and electro-deposited silver, but dull fin- 
ished, are characteristics. London-made 
reproductions are more difficult to deter- 
mine. They are all-electro deposit, but are 
oxidized to a dark tone. If a magnifying

glass detects tiny holes on the surface they 
are proof of casting. Old Sheffield Plate 
manufacturers never cast their plating 
work. Imitations made outside of Great 
Britain are “chiefly pierced and orna- 
mented bottle-stands, plain tea-caddies and 
various small articles, all electroplated, the 
supply of which is increasing from year to 
year.” Examine hinges, where there are 
any. Continual use should have made 
them a bit loose from wear. Bradbury’s 
chemical analysis is pretty sure. Apply a 
little nitric acid to the silver surface for 
a moment (do not leave it long enough to 
eat through to the copper!), put the dis- 
solved metal into a wineglass and add a 
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few drops of ammonia. Distinct blue ap- 
pearance proves the copper alloy. If the 
color remains unchanged the silver is pure 
(electro-deposited). Bradbury discovered 
only one genuine piece in one of England’s 
largest curio shops among hundreds of 
fakes. The proprietor said the customers 
would not pay the price of real pieces. 

In looking at pieces of Old Sheffield 
Plate when tarnished the shield becomes 
visible when the piece is held at a certain 
slant to the light. The fine silver has a 
different tone to the alloy of the plate 
metal. “Even when the silver plating is 
quite intact you can detect the presence 
of the shield by breathing upon the place 
where the crest or initials are engraved. 
The moisture will stand longer on the 
shield than on the surrounding surface.” 
—Moore. 

To distinguish sterling Sheffield pieces 
from plated Sheffield note that the former 
had initials only struck, whereas for plated 
goods the full name with a device was 
used. 

Suet. In ecclesiastical art St. James the 
Greater (Apostle) has been variously pic- 
tured with staff and shell, with staff, shell, 
hat and wallet, with staff and wallet having 
a shell upon it, or holding a shell. (Husen- 
beth.) 

SHELLS. In ecclesiastical art St. Felix 
(confessor) has been represented fastened 
to a bed of sea shells. (Husenbeth.) 


SHEEP (eccles.), “in early Christian art, 
are emblems of the faithful, according to 
the Scripture, which represents Christ as 
the good Shepherd and the Church as His 
Flock. Thus the Apostles occur in early 
mosaics as 12 sheep, and our Lord in the 
midst as their Shepherd. Under the same 
emblem are represented the 12 tribes of 
Israel. (See Lamb.)”—Pugin. See cut 
under Rivers. Sheep are an emblem of 
retired life. 

In ecclesiastical art St. Drago or Druon 
has been represented keeping sheep; St. 
Regina has been pictured with a lamb or 
sheep about her; St. Gamelbert has been 
portrayed in an oratory surrounded by 
sheep; St. Solange has been depicted 
stabbed or beheaded before a crucifix and a 
sheep and distaff near her; St. Florentius 
has been pictured with a bear keeping sheep 
for him. (Husenbeth.) 

SHEPHERD. In ecclesiastical art St. Wen- 
delin has been depicted keeping sheep, a 
dog at his feet; St. Avitus has been por- 
trayed as discovered in his solitude by 2 
Shepherd. (Husenbeth.) 

SHEPHERDESS. In ecclesiastical art St. 
Genevieve of Arles has been pictured as a 
shepherdess spinning. (Husenbeth.)

Formerly these signals were exchanged by 
telegraph or cable, but of late radio-teleg- 
raphy has been resorted to for isolated 
stations without cable connections. This 
method seems to offer such advantages that 
the Navy Department is contemplating the 
abandonment of the telegraph and cable 
signals, : 

The Naval Observatory was the first in- 
stitution in the world to have its time sig- 
nals regularly transmitted by wireless, thus 
enabling ships at sea to correct their chro- 
nometers and thereby more accurately to 
determine their longitude, but the French 
have become pioneers in the method of 
exchanging radio signals between shore 
stations, for the determination of differ- 
ences of longitude. 

In view of the approaching completion 
of the powerful wireless station at the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, the French Govern- 
ment inaugurated an international confer- 
ence to consider questions of regulating 
radio time signals. The United States 
was represented by Commander H. H. 
Hough, the Naval Attaché at Paris, and 
Prof. A. Hall of the Naval Observatory. 

Recognizing the importance of determin- 
ing the difference of longitude between 
Washington and some point on the Euro- 
pean continent, in order that it may be 
‘used as a base for hydrographic and 
military survey on this continent and the 
islands of the Caribbean Sea and the Pa- 
cific Ocean, the Navy Department pro- 
posed that time signals be exchanged by 
the powerful Arlington wireless station in 
Washington and the Eiffel Tower station 
in Paris. 

Preliminary investigations are now going 
on and, while an approximate determina- 
tion of longitude is expected to result 
from them, the principal benefit to be de-

rived is the familiarizing of officials of 
both nations with the method to be used, 
to enable them to decide upon a plan of 
operation for the final tests which will be 
made this Winter. Two instruments, es- 
pecially designed for the astronomical 
work, will be of the highest excellence, 
The very fine meridian circles which are 
installed in the Naval Observatory will be 
cast aside; for it is desirable that the in- 
struments used in Washington and Paris 
should be as nearly identical as science 
can make them and of such size that they 
may be interchanged, so that an observer 
here, after a series of observations last- 
ing several weeks, may take his instrument 
to Paris and repeat the operation there, 
the observer in Paris transferring his 
instrument to Washington. In this way 
all instrumental and personal errors will be 
practically eliminated. 

As soon as this determination is com- 
pleted the Washington Government con- 
templates a determination of the differ- 
ence of longitude between Washington and 
some point on the Panama Canal Zones 
and other important points on the Central 
American coast. The survey of the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, relatively to Europe as 
well as the United States, grows more and 
more important as the date for the open- 
ing of the canal approaches. 

Connected with this work, and fully as 
important to the scientific mind, is the 
problem of determining the velocity of 
propogation of the Hertzian waves. Al- 
though this phase of wireless telegraphy 
has greatly interested scientists the world 
over, and many theories have been ad- 
vanced, so far no true determination has 
even been attempted. It has been consid- 
ered that the Hertzian waves travel at 
about the speed of red calcium light, that 
is, about 186,000 miles per second. It is 
held that this is only an approximate esti- 
mate and that the Hertzian waves may 
travel either 100,000 miles a second faster 
or a few thousand miles slower. 

The difference of longitude of two places 
will be determined by the difference in 
time, and this is determined by the obser- 
vations of so-called clock stars over the 


meridians of the two places, the greatest 
care being taken to eliminate all mechani- 
cal and personal errors. Everything being 
ready, star observations will be made to 
determine the errors in the clock or chro- 
nometers to be used at each place. The 
errors of the two timekeepers being known 
as the result of these observations, they 
are then compared by means of wireless 
signals to determine the difference in time 
between the two places. There are several 
ways of doing this. 

Both clocks will be regulated to beat 
slightly different times; for instance, one 
will beat mean time seconds and the other 
sidereal seconds. This makes the beats of 
the block coincide about every six min- 
utes. If, then, the clockbeats in Paris close 
the circuit of the wireless apparatus, they 
will be transmitted through the ether and 
read in Washington at the Arlington wire- 
less station. The observer in Washing- 
ton will be equipped with a double head 
telephone, receiving the radio signals in 
one ear and the beats of the Washington 
clock in the other. In this way he can tell 
when the coincidences occur, and by means 
of conventions arranged beforehand be- 
tween the two stations the exact time of 
the coincidences will be known at each 
station. 

In this way it is expected to determine 
the difference in time and consequently the 
difference in longitude to within 1/100 of a 
second. The sidereal second being less 
than the mean time second by 3/1,000, the 
method of coincidence provides a means of 
detecting that small fraction of time if 
one can absolutely tell when the coinci- 
dences occur. 

The process is then repeated, Arlington 
sending and the observer at the Eiffel 
Tower receiving the beats of the Washing- 
ton clock as automatically repeated by 
radio-telegraphy and beats of the Paris 
clock in the other ear. 

Paris is roughly 3,000 miles from Wash- 
ington. Using the estimate that the Hertz- 
ian waves travel with a velocity equal to 
that of light, it would take 1/60 of a sec- 
ond for the wireless flash to make its trip 
across the ocean and would take 1/30 of a 
second for a round trip. A recording ap- 
paratus will be set up in Paris which will 
be capable of revolving at a speed of from 
1,000 to 5,000 revolutions per second. A 
wireless flash sent by the Paris station will 
be heard in Washington, and, if possible, 
will be automatically flashed back again,

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thus automatically registering on the re- 
volving drum in the Paris observatory. 
This test will not take place until after the 
longitude tests have been completed. 

There is considerable doubt as_ to 
whether the method will be practicable, for 
at present there has been no invention 
which would permit the “flash back” to 
the sending station without some degree of 
personal error. 





Precision Clock, with Weight as Motive 
Power, Wound by Electricity. 
HE impulse principle employed in the 
electric clock described herewith 
shows similarity with that which Sir Henry 
Hardinge Cunnynghame uses in his escape- 
ment, according to the Deutsche Uhr- 
macher Zeitung. 

As the history of the trade teaches us, 
the idea of imparting the impulse to the 
pendulum at its point is not new; it was 
usually adopted by amateurs, led by their 
lack of knowledge of metals on one hand, 
and by an indistinct understanding of the 
main poihts on the other, to follow the 
simpler method, whereas the watchmaker 
usually found in these solutions only a fur- 
ther confirmation of the inadequacy of such 
impulse methods. To my knowledge no 
mechanical precision clock equipped with 
such a device is now known, and the first 
really usable solution of this kind was 
given by Dr. Hipp. The variation in length 
between the suspension point and the im- 
pulse has, as a consequence, a change in 
the lifting angle; and while this matching 
can be used, with certain measurements ob- 
tained by experience and mechanical con- 
trivances, for the equalization of the dif- 
ferences, this impulse lacks the simplicity 
of design displayed, for instance, in the 
Strasser escapement and the advantages 
enjoyed by the gravity and detached spring 
detent escapements that make variability in 
the motive power harmless. 

With the-title “The Synchronome Astro- 
nomical Regulator,” the Svnchronome Co., 
32-34 Clerkenwell Road, London E.C., has 
brought a new electrically operated gravity 
impulse to the attention of those interested 
which is of striking simplicity, and which 
has for its creator an electrical expert, En- 
gineer W. H. Shortt. I am indebted to 
Engineer F. Hope-Jones for the illustra- 
tions presented, which will help to make 
the following lines more readily compre- 
hensible. 

Fig. 1 shows the complete clock in its 
case, with the electrical minute work built 
into the rear side of the door, the dial of 
which is of the design customary with 
standard clocks. Concealed by the minute 
work, the upper part of the cast-iron frame, 
that serves as a support for the pendulum 
suspension, is not visible; in shape it re- 
sembles the second frame, near the bottom 
of the case, which supports the impulse 
mechanism. Both frames are securely at- 
tached to the rear wall and at the side by 
two nickel-steel rods, which possess the 
same dimensions and the same coefficients 
of expansion and unite it into a complete 
whole. 

In Fig. 2 a perspective view of the pen- 
dulum impulse is given. The cast-iron

frame that carries the two nickel-plated 
rods AA’ serves here to support the brass 
plate B to which the parts are attached. 

In front of this swings the pendulum, 
which carries at its lower end a horseshoe- 
shaped brass piece C, and in this the free- 
running small impulse wheel D, resembling 
a balance, is located, the pivots of which 
run in jeweled holes. 

At E a three-edge of stone may be seen 
which, when the pendulum reaches its dead 
point, comes in contact with the double- 
toothed finger F. This finger is attached 
to the arbor G, which has its bearing in 
the cock H, with its rear extension beneath 
it. A cross-cock J serves as bearing for 
the shaft K, which carries two arms LL’ 
of equal length, which in the illustration 
rest on the pivoted detent M. L’ is pro- 
vided towards the rear with an extension, 
the end of which is hook-shaped and serves

as a resting place for the steel tongue N. 

On the shaft P, which has its pivoting 
points in two cocks screwed to the rear 
wall, a brass piece O is attached; more- 
over, this shaft carries in the same plane 
the impulse arm R, which is equipped at 
its free end with a jewel. The shaft P 
also carries a contact arm S, terminating 
in the usual platinum point, and which, in 
its line of motion, touches the end of the 
armature T. The arm T is revolvable 
about the arbor U and on its rearward 
prolongation carries the properly formed 
armature for the two electromagnets shown 
there. A contact screw regulates the angle 
movement of this part. 

If we now follow the pendulum in its 
swing to the right, we find that shortly be- 
fore it reaches its central position the 
triangle E comes in contact with the left- 
hand point of the finger F. From this 
moment the arbor G and the pivoted de- 
tent M participate in the motion; the end 
of M lying towards the right descends, 
whereas the other half makes an upward 
movement that makes the arm L and the 
parts combined with it active. 

As soon as the end of L’ has fallen so 
far that the steel tongue M is set free, the 
weight O, weighted on one side, begins to 
fall under the influence of gravity; the 
pendulum has reached its central position 
and highest speed 3’. After leaving this 
line the impulse arm R meets the rim of 
the wheel D, and by its further movement 
the impulse for the next swing is given. 
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The arc that the pendulum has to traverse 
for the impulse is 15’. 

The unlocking and locking contrivance 
has in the meantime returned to the posi- 
tion previously described, whereas the arm 
R continues on its free course and at its 
termination meets with S on T. With this 
contact the circuit is closed; the electro- 
magnets actuate their armature, which, with 
the aid of the part T, returns the gravity 
lever O to its former position, where it is 
held by N and L’. The armature end T is 
elastic, and the deflection caused by the 
falling on of the parts is at the same time 
utilized for the resetting of the impulse 
mass. 

The pendulum then swings its supple- 
mentary arc free and, after it has ap- 
proached the center line from the other 
side, receives a further impulse, this time, 
however, on the right side of the little 
impulse wheel D. 

The entire movement of the shaft P, 
with its parts, is so regulated that the same, 
in case at any time the contact should fail, 
leaves the impulse lever R at the end of 
its course in such a position that it forms, 
with the periphery of D, an angle of less 
than 45 degrees. By this arrangement, in 
case of necessity, the pendulum itself is 
employed to operate the contact arrange- 
ment. The arm R is raised by D and with 
it the mass contained in O, which forms a 
noticeable resistance which must have a 
decrease in the angle of oscillation as a 
consequence. But not only has the extent 
of the arc become smaller, but also the 
speed, and with the next impulse—I am 
presuming that the interruption lasts but 
one to two seconds—there occurs at once 
an increased access of power (owing to the 
longer stay of the impulse lever on the 
circumference of the wheel), which steadily 
increases until the arc has again attained 
its normal extent. With this arrangement 
the arbor P must lie exactly parallel to the 
plane of oscillation of the pendulum and 
the arm R must be applied at an exact 
right-angle to this. The arc of oscillation 
can be regulated as desired; it is deter- 
mined by the mass, the angle-movement of 
the impulse arm and the length of its 
course, as well as by the diameter of the 
wheel. 

We have before us, therefore, a gravity 
impulse which under normal conditions, 
with a certain quantity of the stored 
power, takes care of the maintenance of 
the pendulum oscillations, but when the 
circumstances demand it, whether due to 
too weak or too strong an impulse to be 
sought in changed friction conditions for 
the pivots of the shaft of D or similar 
reasons, automatically effects a correction. 

The pendulum effects the unlocking dur- 
ing the central 6’, and differences in fric~- 
tion within this angle and in this position 
cannot cause any noticeable change in the 
period of oscillation. The impulse occurs 
immediately after leaving the central line 
and is free, or “detached,” in the sense of 
the term. The arc of oscillation is not 
retarded in its extent either by dragging 
locking faces, as‘ we know them in the 
Graham escapement (which in that case, 
however, by correct measurements facili-

tate an equalization of errors in rate), nor 
by springs set for the next oscillation, and 
an arc variation, lying without the compen- 
sation but within the limits of barometrical 
changes, is subject here also to a correc- 
tion through the automatic regulation of 
the impulse. 

The operation of the works can be so 
arranged as to run almost noiselessly; 
otherwise this arrangement presents at the 
same time a seconds beater, which is 
needed in astronomical clocks. 

The connection with the minute works 
or with secondary clocks is accomplished 
in the ordinary manner and calls for no 
further explanation. The impulse arrange- 
ment here described is secured to the Syn- 
chronome Co. by patent. 








Legal Notes from the Courts. 





The promise to be responsible for any 
bill that a certain person may make is held 
in Newcomb vs. Kloeblen (N. J.), 39 
L. R. A. (N. S.), 724, to be a continuing 
guaranty, and not limited to the purchase 
made at the time it is first presented, where 
the person named has a running account 
with the one to whom the paper is ad- 
dressed, who refuses further credit unless 
the account is guaranteed. 

The insertion by an insurance agent who 
has failed to secure all the insurance to be 
placed on a building of a clause in the pol- 
icy issued by h'm making it void if addi- 
tional insurance is taken is held in Norfolk 
F. Ins. Corp. vs. Wood (Va.), 39 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 1020, not to prevent recovery -on 
the policy in case of loss, although the in- 
tended amount was placed with other com- 
panies. 

One leasing a portion of a building for 
a moving picture show is held in Rockwell 
vs. Ejiler’s Music House (Wash.), 39 
L. R. A. (N. S.), 894, to have no right, 
upon surrendering the lease, to recover 
from the lessor rent paid an advance, and 
for time when he had no use of the prem- 
ises, and the cost of necessary alterations, 
upon the refusal of the police department 
to permit him to operate the establishment 
for the intended purpose because it lacked 
the fire escapes prescribed by the municipal 
ordinances, on the theory that the lessor 
knew that the building could not be used 
for the purpose intended, and neglected to 
inform him of the fact. 

A covenant not to sue one of several 
joint tort feasors upon receiving from him 
a consideration therefor is held in Mathe- 
san vs. O’Kane (Mass.), 39 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 475, not to operate to discharge 
the others, who contribute no part of the 
consideration, from liability to suit. 

A release of and covenant for a valuable 
consideration not to sue one of several 
joint tort feasors, which expressly states 
that the sum received is merely a part sat- 
isfaction of the claim, is held in Kropid- 
lowski vs. Pfister & Vogel Leather Co. 
(Wis.), 39 L. R. iA. (N. S.), 509, not to 
prevent a suit against the other wrongdoer. 

That a judge is an honorary member of 
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a bar association is held in Bar Asso. of 
Boston vs. Casey (Mass.), 39 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 116, not to disqualify him to sit 
in proceedings instituted by the association 
for the disbarment of an attorney. 

Where false representations are made by 
a vendor in the sale of property, the ap- 
plication of the doctrine of equitable es- 
toppel is held in Westerman vs. Corder 
(Kans.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 500, not neces- 
sarily to depend upon the knowledge of the 
vendor of the falsity of the representations. 
but may rest upon the principle that one 
who, by representing that a certain state of 
facts exists, has misled another is preclud- 
ed fro:n denying the truth of such repre- 
sentations and from setting up a claim in- 
consistent with the facts as represented 
where such claim would result in loss to 
the other and operate as a fraud upon 
him. 

A purchaser of land from one who holds 
a water right contract thereon with an ir- 
rigation company, and who takes title there- 
to by a deed containing the ordinary cove- 
nants of warranty, with no reference to the 
question of water rights, and who refuses 
to accept water from the company, is held 
in Farmers & M. Irrigation Co. vs. Hill 
(Nebr.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 798, not to 
be personally liable for the maintenance fee 
mentioned in the water right contract be- 
tween his grantor and the irrigation com- 
pany; and it is held that an action cannot 
be maintained against him to recover a 
personal judgment therefor. 

A package to be unbroken within the 
meaning of a law permitting liquors to be 
delivered in unbroken packages in dry ter- 
ritory is held in State vs. Maire (Wash.), 
39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 1051, not necessarily 
to be the one received by the wholesaler, 
but it is held that he may fill a smaller re- 
ceptacle, as a demijohn, from a larger one 
and deliver it in the unbroken form in 
which he prepares it. 

A slight indulgence by an attorney 
charged with the collection of a note to 
the maker, not authorized or ratified by 
the holder, is held in Hall vs. Presnell 
(N. C.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 62, not to 
release the sureties on the instrument if 
no security for the payment of the note is 
thereby lost or impaired. 

In the absence of fraud or a special bail- 
ment, it is held in First Nat. Bank vs. 
Bradshaw (Nebr.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 
886, that a pledge will be deemed to be 
waived or lost by the surrender of the 
pledged property by the pledgee. 

Sureties in a bond are held in Star 
Grocer Co. vs. Bradford (W. Va.), 39 
L. R. A. (N. S.), 184, not to be released 
by omission of the principal to execute it, 
if he is bound by law or a collateral con- 
tract recited in the bond for the perform- 
ance of the duty recited in the condition 
thereof. 

Where a person who is not careless, but 
who is properly walking along or across 
a street, is injured by a vehicle rapidly 
and negligently driven upon him before he 
has reasonable opportunity to escape, the 
party so driving the vehicle is held in 
Mugge vs. Bracken (Fla.), 39 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 481, to be liable in damages for 
injuries proximately caused by the negli- 
gence.
